It thus appears that the inmates of public — that is, of District Increase of 
Lunatic Asylums, have increased within the year "by 347 insane lnsane - 
persons, those of Licensed Houses decreased by 1, while the 
returns of lunatics at large, obtained through the Eoyal Irish 
Constabulary, exhibit am addition of 357 to the numbers returned 
through the same channel in 1869. A falling off of 153 appears 
as regards the lunatic and idiot classes resident in poorhouses. 

There was only one lunatic confined in gaol at the end of the year. 

With reference to the considerable apparent increase of the 
insane who are not located in any asylum or other place specially 
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isntoDTjo adapted for them, it may he observed that on no former occasion 
tori'. were these returns obtained for two consecutive years, and hence 
it may have arisen in many instances that the Constabulary were 
enabled to furnish a fuller and more complete return with the 
information and experience of the previous year to assist them than 
when making a similar one at intervals of two, three, or five 
years, as heretofore. 

The increase in the number of lunatics in District Asylums is 
natural and was to be looked for, the accommodation for the 
classes of insane supported at the public expense having been 
considerably extended within the last few years, so that these in- 
stitutions have now, in round numbers, provision for 7,600 inmates. 
Insane ia Poor- The diminution observable in poorhouses is accounted for by 
houses. the number of insane persons transferred from them to the various 
asylums during the year. The term insane is here used in a 
general sense, and applies, we regret to say, indiscriminately 
to the idiotic and demented, as %vell as to the lunatic classes, 
many of whom, when they become a little troublesome to those 
in charge of them, are sent to asylums, without any reference to 
their fitness for treatment in institutions for the insane, or 
consideration for the additional expenditure entailed upon the 
district by placing persons in expensive curative establishments 
who cannot possibly derive any benefit therefrom, and who, with 
due care and attention, could be very well and suitably provided 
for in the wards of a poorhouse. 

privy Council The revision of the rules and regulations for the management 
Rules. of District Lunatic Asylums which had for some time engaged the 
attention of the Privy Conned was completed during the year, 
and an Order in Council, dated 18th August, 1870, was passed 
giving them effect. Although the experience we have had of 
the working of these rules is short, we are nevertheless enabled 
to report that they are well adapted to the object in view, and 
have met with very general approbation from the various Boards 
of Governors. 

In one or two instances only were exceptions taken to the 
requirements of the rules, and in these the objections raised were 
unimportant. 

As we shall, in accordance with our custom, report on each 
asylum separately, and give the fullest statistical information 
relating to the insane in Ireland, embracing every topic of impor- 
tance connected with the management and maintenance of the 
institutions devoted to them, it is not necessary in these prefatory 
observations to enter into details, financial or other, which will be 
found in a comprehensive tabular form in the Appendices. 

Committal of With regard to the operation of the Act 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118, 
alleged Dan- having in our Seventeenth, Eighteenth, and Nineteenth Reports 
Lunatics, 30 & stated, our opinions fully thereon, and in the two latter cited 
31 Vic., c. 118 . numerous instances in point to show how insane persons of all deno- 
minations are indiscriminately committed as alleged dangerous 
lunatics, we select, out of many others, the following case, as stated 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent of the Castlebar Asylum 
in Ms Annual Report to the Board, in further illustration of the 
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Private Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. 
maimer in which the powers given to Magistrates hy the Act are Imboduo-

frequently exercised : — 

“ A female patient was brought to the Asylum at six o’clock, p.m., on 
the 5th. of November last, during very severe weather. She was so 
weak that she could not be removed from the bed on which she lay in 
the cart. The bed had to be carried into the hall, and great care was 
necessary in removing her upstairs to the hospital. On examination 
her pulse was scarcely perceptible ; the surface of her body was blanched ; 
her lips were pallid and bloodless ; the eye had lost its lustre ; debility 
and prostration were extreme ; her intellect clear and unclouded. 

She was an urgent case for an infirmary rather than for an asylum. 

Her history, as elicited from her husband, was as follows : — Some three 
weeks previously she fell ill ; her disease was pronounced fever, and her 
female friends and relatives deserted her through fear of infection — a 
rare occurrence under the circumstances. She was left in charge of her 
husband and another male relative. She spoke incoherently, became 
troublesome, and raved a good deal, and on one occasion walked out 
through the window in her night clothes. Her husband, to control her, 
tied her tightly with hard ropes, thinking she was insane, the effects of 
which were too visible. Her wrists were in a very deplorable state, one 
of which was deeply cut in three circles from the pressure of the ropes, 
and covered with sloughing ulcers. On the 23rd December she was 
discharged quite recovered. On questioning her husband he assured me 
that she never exhibited the slightest symptom of weakness of mind 
previous to her illness.” 

We shall not now refer further to this subject than to draw 
attention to the table given in the Appendix, hy which it appears 
just one-half of the patients received into District Asylums during 
the past year were committed by Magistrates under the above 
statute. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The cost of support and maintenance in District Lunatic Expenditure. 
Asylums for the year 1870 exceeds that of the preceding year hy 
£10, 930, the amounts being respectively 1869, £140,034 10s. 11 d., 

1870, £150,964 19s. 9 cl. This increase is caused in the first place 
hy the additional number of patients to he supported, namely, 

347, which, at the average rate of maintenance per head, gives 
£8,088 Is. GcZ. ; the actual advance therefore in the gross expendi- 
ture has been hut £2,742 7s. 4 d., and it is fully accounted for hy 
the dearness of provisions and other articles of consumption dur- 
ing the past twelve months. 

In accordance with the provisions of the 31 & 32 Vic. cap 97, Audit oi Ac- 
sec. 14, we have to state that the accounts of the District Lunatic counts, App* 
Asylums in Ireland were duly audited for the year 1869, and a c * >p ' 12S ' 
return, in which all the information required hy the statute will 
he found, is given in the Appendix to this report. 

We may here observe generally that the sums advanced to the 
Governors for the service of the asylums were duly brought to 
account, and the expenditure correctly vouched and receipted. 

The total amount of errors and disallowances principally arising 
from small overpayments hy mistake, or errors in calculation, 
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Twentieth Report on the District. Criminal, and 

was £25 17s. 9d, and in all cases the necessary corrections were 
made and the overpayments refunded. 

In one instance, however, the auditor of an asylum, finding 
that previous to the division, of the district pensions had been, 
granted to several retired officers and servants, was of opinion 
that the detached portion of the district, and which now has an 
asylum of its own to support, was legally’ and equitably liable for 
a proportion of the amount, he accordingly struck out. of the 
account for the year 1869 the sum of £128 os. Od, being the 
moiety of the charge that should, in his opinion, have been borne 
hy the detached county. As such an interpretation of the Act 
was calculated we thought to involve the various Boards oi 
Governors in endless controversies as to their respective claims, as 
well as greatly to complicate the asylum accounts, we brought 
the matter under the notice of Government; the opinion of the 
Law Officers was obtained, and was to the effect that the course 
taken hy the auditor could not he sustained, and the disallowance 
was accordingly rescinded. 

We observe that the auditors take rather different views of their 
duties, some of them confining themselves with great propriety to 
the simple task of auditing the accounts and ascertaining that the 
expenditure has been legally authorized and duly made, while 
ethers enter discursively into lengthened observations on the 
general administration of asylum affairs, sometimes too in a 
dictatorial tone of which we cannot approve, believing that to 
scrutinize the accounts is their sole duty. 

We referred in our previous report to the great disparity in the 
sums paid to the auditors for their services in connexion with the 
institutions over which we preside, and would again call attention 
to the matter. For example, an auditor for auditing the accounts 
of three asylums received only £40 11s. Oil., or at the rate of 
£13 10s. Acl. for each asylum, the total amount audited by him 
being £16,835 14s. 3d, while another, who has the auditing of 
the accounts of eight institutions and has been loud in his com- 
plaints to the Boards of the insufficiency of his remuneration, was 
paid £1/2 10s. fid, being at the rate of £21 11s. 3d. per asylum, 
while the amount audited was £40,993 14s. 8 d From an analysis 
of the scale of charges they appear to vary as in the two instances 
above quoted, from £1 for every.£420 audited to £1 for every 
£238, a difference so great as to constitute either an overpay- 
ment in the one case, or an underpayment in the other. There 
is a total increase on the year for the audit of accounts of 
£137 4s. lOd 

ARMAGH. 

The condition of this asylum has undergone no change since 
we last reported upon- it, and the number of inmates now (31st 
December, 1870) is the same as last year, namely, 142. There 
were 60 admissions and 36 discharges — 28 of the latter being 
reported cured. Sickness was rather more prevalent than usual, 
and the mortality has consequently been greater than heretofore, 
being over 14 per cent, on the average number resident. 
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Armagh , 

One ease of accidental death occurred, the cause being suffoca- a sylum . 
tion, during an epileptic convulsion, while the patient was at 
breakfast, the food — stirabout and milk — having passed into the 
trachea. 

Our inspections during the year were frequent, and on each 
occasion we made favourable minutes on the asylum books as to 
the order and regularity of the house, the good quality of the 
various articles of consumption, and the comfortable and cleanly 
appearance of the inmates. We regret, however, to observe, that 
of the total number under treatment, only 21 are reported as 
probably curable. 

B ALLIN ASLOE. Baiu.inasi.ob 

There were 336 inmates, at the date of our last Report, in. this A svtu l>r - 
asylum, and the present number is 337. Forty-one patients were 
sent out, 40 of whom are stated to have been recovered. The 
mortality has been beyond the average, having reached 12 per 
cent, on the daily number resident. The excess is reported to 
have been chiefly on the male side, which has been much over- 
crowded, and is assignable to cerebral and eerebro-spinal affections 
(including epileptics), and thoracic affections. The total number 
of deaths for the year is 40. Nearly all the admissions took place 
by warrant of Jnstices, under the Act 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118 ; 

72 persons having been thus placed in the asylum as dangerous 
lunatics, while eleven only were admitted by the Board of 
Governors- or the Physicians. 

No accidental death or death from violence occurred, and but 
one escape ; the patient was immediately followed to his brother’s 
house, who, however, refused to give him up. 

The new buildings in connexion with this institution were 
vigorously carried on during the course of the year, and are now 
completed, additional accommodation being thus afforded for 80 
patients. 

The condition of the house was found to be very satisfactory 
on our various visitations, and the provisions supplied to the 
patients generally of excellent quality. On one occasion only had 
we to observe on the inferior quality of the meat. 

BELFAST. ' Belfast 

This asylum which, owing to the removal of the Down patients, — - ' 

had its inmates reduced in 1869 from 415 to 234, has had during 
the past year the large accession of 186 to its numbers. The 
discharges amounted to 80 and the deaths to 25, leaving 315 
residents on 31st December last, or 81 more than at the "corre- 
sponding period of the previous year. It now contains within 15 
of its legitimate number, while the Down Asylum has 272 lunatics 
in it. These facts indicate how great must have been the pressure 
on this institution, previous to the division of the district, and 
how urgent was the necessity for the erection of a separate 
asylum for the county of Down. 

The recoveries are returned at 72, or 38 per cent, on the number 
admitted. This is a decided falling off in the curative aspect of 
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tie Belfast Asylum, and in the absence of any explanation on the 
part of the Resident Medical Superintendent on the subject we 
■withhold our observations thereon for a future occasion. 

Of the total number of admissions 90, or nearly one-half, were 
persons committed under the Act, as dangerous lunatics. 

The deaths reached 25, or 9 per cent, on the daily average resi- 
dent. No accidental or violent death occurred, nor is there 
anything in the mortality table to call for special remark. 

CARLOW. 

The inadequacy of this institution to meet the wants of the 
insane poor of the district, and which was the subject of observa- 
tion in our Nineteenth Report, became still more manifest during 
the course of the year, so much so that at one time we entertained 
some apprehensions from the consequences of over-crowding on 
the male side of the house, as a few eases of illness of a choleraic 
character occurred. They were, however, promptly treated by 
the Medical Officers, and none terminated fatally. In fact the 
mortality in this asylum has, of late years, been little over 7 per 
cent, on the number resident. 

The mode of providing additional accommodation was a subject 
of controversy between the local authorities of the counties of 
Carlow and Kildare, it being desired by the representatives of the 
latter that the two counties should he separated and an asylum 
erected for the county Kildare; while the former maintained that 
an addition to the Carlow Asylum was the best and most eco- 
nomical mode of carrying out the object. 

Our opinions were strongly in favour of extending the present 
buildings, for reasons set forth in detail in special Reports to 
Government, a course which was finally decided on by jmur 
Excellency, and the whole correspondence has been referred to 
the Commissioners of Control to take the necessary steps in the 
matter. 

The project embraces a proposed addition of 100 beds ; taking 
the present space to be sufficient for 1 50, this affords prospective 
accommodation for 250 patients, which we believe will be quite 
sufficient for the requirements of both counties. It is quite 
manifest that to erect two asylums for so small a number would 
be the reverse of economical, as not only would a much larger 
present outlay for buildings be necessary, but a large additional 
annual expenditure for a separate staff of officers and servants, &c., 
would be entailed. 

On our inspections we generally were enabled to make satis- 
factory minutes as regards the condition of the inmates and the 
order and regularity of the vai’kras departments of the house. 
On one occasion, however, in the refractory divisions — both male 
and female — we had to observe upon the state of the bedding, 
which was wet and dirty in several instances ; the excuse made 
being that the quantity was insufficient to admit of changes as often 
as requisite, and that the articles were long in use and much, 
worn. tWe accordingly drew the attention of the Board to the 
subject, with a view to having a fresh supply ordered, at the same 
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time impressing upon the Matron that it is an important part of 
her duty to pay strict attention, daily, to the linen and tedding 
of the patients. 

CASTLEBAR. 

The management of this asylum continues to he satisfactory ; 
on. our inspections during the year we found the various depart- 
ments of the house in a very creditable condition, the inmates 
comfortable and evidencing careful and judicious treatment. 
There was comparative freedom from illness or bodily ailments 
amongst them ; we, however, found as many as 36 in the infir- 
maries on one occasion, but they were patients of advanced age 
or delicate constitution, whose state required greater attention 
than could be bestowed upon them in the ordinary wards of the 
asylum. 

Iu our Nineteenth and Twentieth Reports we alluded to the 
non-atteudance of Governors at Board meetings, and we regret to 
observe that during the past year, in the months of January, 
April, May, and September, there was either no attendance at all 
or an insufficient attendance to form a Board, three members 
only being required to constitute a quorum. At the October 
meeting, the Governors who attended, recognising the incon- 
venience consequent on such a state of tilings, , recommended the 
appointment of two gentlemen who are members of the Board of 
Superintendence of the Prison, a recommendation which was at 
once complied with, but the gentlemen nominated declined to 
act, and immediately resigned their appointments. Two others 
were appointed at the close of the year, and we anticipate that in 
future a sufficient number of Governors will attend at the monthly 
meetings prescribed by the Privy Council Rules. 

The only untoward occurrence that happened during the 
year was the death of a patient caused by the upsetting of a 
donkey’s cart which he was driving, and which, falling upon him, 
killed him instantly. The Resident Medical Superintendent at 
once communicated with the Coroner through the police, but that 
functionary did not think it necessary — upon what grounds does 
not appear — to hold an inquest. It certainly was a case, in our 
opinion, in which an investigation by the Coroner might very 
properly have taken place. 

We, however, are quite satisfied that this was one of those 
accidents that will occur from time to time even to sane persons 
at their ordinary avocations. The man was quite capable of 
doing the work at which he was engaged ; in fact, he was con- 
stantly employed in jobbing about the grounds with the donkey- 
eaxt. On the occasion in question he had been drawing cinders, 
and was returning, after having deposited his load, when the 
fatality occurred. 

The per-centage of deaths on the number resident is 
rather high, owing to the mortality that took place among the 
aged and debilitated — 14 deaths being assigned. to these causes 
alone. The recoveries on the number admitted show a high per- 
centage, viz., 44 ; but we regret to observe so small a proportion 
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of the present inmates returned as curable, only 14 out of the 
entire number, 186, being included under this head, leaving 
172 incurables in the house at the end of the year. 

CLONMEL PARENT ASYLUM. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent of this asylum having 
resigned after a period of 29 years’ service, the Governors proposed 
the amalgamation of the two institutions (the parent and auxiliary) 
under the supervision of one Resident Medical Superintendent, an 
arrangement which met with our full concurrence, as being 
calculated to tend materially to the benefit of the institution 
at larg-e both as regards the organization and discipline of the 
staff, the regulation of the various departments of the united 
asylums under a single responsible officer, and the simplification 
of fiscal details which were previously somewhat complicated. 

The Government having, on our recommendation, approved of 
the proposal of the Board, the arrangement was carried into effect, 
and Dr. Garner, who for upwards of two years had conducted the 
auxiliary asylum in a highly satisfactory manner, was appointed 
Resident Medical Superintendent. Consequent upon the change 
of management it is proposed also to appoint an assistant to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, as provided for in the new' 
Privy Council Rules. 

The general appearance of the corridors, dormitories, dayrooms, 
and domestic offices of this institution was satisfactory as to 
cleanliness and ventilation, except in a few of the cells on both 
male and female wings, and its sanitary state most favourable 
when inspected by us ; we had, however, to draw attention to some 
defects in the sewerage which, we trust, have ere this been 
remedied. 

The admissions during the twelve months amount to 74 — 23 of 
them, only, being by authority of the Board and the Medical 
Officer, the remainder, 51, having been by warrant of Justices as 
dangerous lunatics. The per-centage of recoveries, calculated on 
the daily number resident in both branches of this institution 
amounting to 334, is considerably smaller than in any other 
asylum in Ireland, being only 11 per cent. The institution, 
however, is likewise reported as containing the smallest propor- 
tion. of curable patients, only 1 5 out of the entire number being - 
placed in that category. 

The mortality here has exceeded the death-rate in the auxiliary 
asylum by 3-J per cent., being 12 as against 8^ on the daily 
average number of patients. We regret to state that two cases of 
suicide occurred ; the first that of a female aged twenty years, who, 
according to the verdict found by a Coroner’s jury, strangled herself 
in a bedroom on Sunday, the 19th June, 1870, the jury adding that 
no blame attaches to any of the officials of the asylum. The report 
furnished to us in this case was very meagre and. unsatisfactory. 

The next case, also a female, occurred 6n the 4th November last, 
and from the evidence had at the inquest, which was supplied 
in a very ample and satisfactory form, it appeared the unfor- 
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timate lunatic was 58 years of age, and had been only a few Cloxmkt. 
months an inmate. She effected her purpose by hanging herself 
with her apron in a water-closet in an airing yard. There were ' — 1 ' 
three nurses in the division, one of whom, the head nurse, was 
called away to receive a new patient, and during her absence the 
act was committed, the patient having slipped, unobserved, into 
the closet. She was discovered by a fellow-patient who told the 
two nurses, and they unfoi-tnnately went to call for help instead 
of cutting down the woman, who, as the Coroner very properly 
remarked in his observations to the Jury, probably lost her life 
owing to the want of nerve and presence of mind on the part of 
these attendants. 

CLONMEL AUXILIARY. 

Closure. 

The new buildings were completed in September last, and Abxiuaiix 
handed over by the Contractors. They are now in full working As ' 1 ' l,J ’‘ r ' 
order. The number of inmates resident on 31st December last 
was 205, leaving 25 vacant beds for future requirements. As this 
the auxiliary asylum has been, we may say, altogether devoted to 
the reception of chronic cases of lunacy, transferred from the 
parent house, there is little room for observation in regard to its 
operation further than to state that the classes maintained in it 
have been remarkably free from bodily aliments, and have had all 
their wants duly attended to. On our various visitations we 
found the domestic arrangements satisfactorily carried out, and ■ 
the several departments of the house clean, and. orderly, consider- 
ing the disturbance occasioned by the number of workmen em- 
ployed in the construction of the new buildings. 

The two houses are at present capable of receiving between them 
375 lunatics, the number now resident being 330. It will there- 
fore be necessary for the Board, and particularly for the local 
Magistrates acting under the 30 and 31 Vic., c. 118, to exercise 
great caution in admitting or sending only suitable cases to the 
asylum, as otherwise the 45 existing vacancies will soon he 
filled. 

CORK. Cork 

The tendency to an increase of numbers, observable in this ’ 

asylum from the beginning, still continues. There were 216 in- , 
sane persons admitted during the year. The discharges, deaths, 

&c., amounted to 203, leaving 613 residents on the 31st December 
last, against 600 at the corresponding period of the previous year. 

The average annual increase to the inmates for the last six years 
is twenty, and we see no reason to think that the number has 
reached a maximum. 

We therefore anticipate that, as already indicated in previous 
reports, the question of erecting a separate institution for the 
W est Riding of the County Cork cannot he long deferred, the 
number of vacancies at the present time, available for future re- 
quirements being only 21. These, it should be noted, are not, 
however, legitimate vacancies, as the asylum, although returned 
as accommodating 634, was originally built for 500 only, and no 
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structural additions have been made to it. The over-crowding is 
consequently very great. 

On our visits rve found the house generally in good order, as 
to cleanliness and regularity, in its several departments ; but had 
to observe on the defective ventilation throughout the whole of 
the establishment, as well as on the condition of the airing yards, 
whieh are without sheds to protect the patients from the weather, 
or seats for them to rest upon. In the minute of an inspection, 
made on the 14th August, 1870, the following observations on 
this subject are entered : — •" This afternoon, with the thermometer 
at 100, 1 saw in one of the female yards forty-seven women, lying 
under a burning sun, some on the ground, some crouched under 
the walls. No suitable sheds, no protection, no seats for them. 
The winter months present a counterpart to the present state of 
things, for, during their continuance, the patients are exposed to 
the inclemency of the season.” 

We have now, however, to report, that in consequence of our 
repeated representations, the Board has resolved to do all that is 
necessary in regard to these matters, as well as to enlarge the air- 
ing yards themselves, -which have hitherto been quite unsuitable 
as exercise grounds for the patients. 

The sanitary condition of the institution has been very satis- 
factory, the death rate being under 8 per cent, on the daily aver- 
age resident. 

A very painful case of suicide occurred here — a male patient, 
B. M., having, by some means not discoverable, obtained 
matches and ignited the straw of his bed during the night. 

A coroner’s inquest was held on the 4th February, and the fol- 
lowing verdict returned by the jury : — “ We find that B. M., late 
an inmate in the Cork District Lunatic Asylum, came by his 
death on the night of the 2nd, or morning of the 3rd, in his cell, 
from the effects of fire, how or by whom it was communicated, 
we have no evidence to prove. We consider there was gross 
neglect on the part of the Governors by not providing a sufficient 
night-watch.” 

The jury subsequently held a meeting, and memorialed the 
Government, praying for a further investigation — a very unusual 
proceeding on their part, as all the evidence obtainable was pro- 
duced before them. Their request was, however, acceded to, 
and one of the Inspectors directed to inquire into the circum- 
stances. An investigation on oath was accordingly instituted on 
the 4th March, 1870, in the presence of several Governors of the 
Asylum, and several members of the Coroner’s jury. 

The whole facts of the case, minutely detailed by the various 
witnesses, were taken down by a short-hand ■writer, and sub- 
mitted, with a report thereon, to Government. From these, it 
appeared that the charge of “ gross negligence,” made against the 
Governors, on the ground that they did not provide a sufficient 
night-watch, was not only unsupported, but contradicted by the 
evidence adduced ; for it was deposed on oath that the night- 
watch was in the immediate corridor a short time before, that is, 
at twenty minutes past one o’clock, when he saw the patient alive, 
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and, as he thought, asleep in bed ; and at a quarter to two, the 
fire was discovered by the house steward, whose attention was 
attracted by the smell of smoke. At this time the night watch 
was going his rounds in another part of the very extensive front- 
age of this building ; and it appeared from the testimony of the 
house steward, that the tell-tale clock, which was in perfect 
■working order, had been duly pegged up to the hour when the fire 
was discovered. 

DOWNPATRICK. 

This Asylum contained 272 lunatic inmates on the Slst De- 
cember, 1870, being an increase of 50 in the year — thus, within 
fifteen months from the date of its opening, having reached to 
within 28 of its full number of patients ; a fact which as 
before stated demonstrates how urgent was the necessity for the 
separation of Down from Antrim, and for the erection of this 
Asylum, 

On our inspections we found the sanitary condition of the insti- 
tution highly satisfactory, the various departments being kept 
with great order and regularity, and we felt satisfaction in placing 
a favourable report on the books of the Asylum. We had, at the 
same time, to direct the attention of the Board to certain defi- 
ciencies, with a view to the application of a remedy. Our sug- 
gestions embraced defects in the water-closets on the ground 
floor ; the necessity for additional means of amusement for the 
patients ; sheds in the airing courts ; and suitable chapel accom- 
modation for the celebration of Divine worship, there being three 
chaplains but no chapel. The Board have adopted our recom- 
mendations in all but the latter, which, however, we trust will 
be also supplied, as the necessity for it is too apparent to require 
any argument in its support. 

An assistant to the Resident Medical Superintendent was, at 
the request of the Board of Governors, added to the staff of this 
asylum, and we have no doubt that officer will be found very 
useful, as in such an institution it is desirable that medical and 
surgical assistance should be always on the spot, in the event of 
any sudden emergency or accident. 

The Resident Sledical Superintendent having reported to the 
Board, at its meeting in the month of July, that some of the best 
of the male attendants were resigning their situations, and 
recommended that the wages should be raised with a view to 
securing the services of respectable and competent persons, the 
scale was accordingly advanced to £30 for the head attendant; 
£22 1st class ; £18 2nd class, and £15 3rd class, which will have, 
it is hoped, the desired effect. 

We are glad to observe from the monthly reports of the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent that the conduct of the attendants 
and servants has been, on the whole, praiseworthy, and that in 
the few exceptional cases that occurred, he acted with prompti- 
tude and firmness, by dismissing the parties instantly when suf- 
ficient grounds for dismissal existed. It is the best way to 
preserve order in a large institution to let those who might other- 
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wise fall into las discipline understand what the result of their 
misconduct will be. 

The admissions during the year amounted to 1 2.5 ; the dis- 
charges to 57, of whom 46 are reported as recovered ; and the 
deaths to 18. The recoveries show an average of 37 per cent., 
and the deaths of 7, the latter being below the general 
death-rate in district asylums. No accident or death from 
suicide is recorded, and no escape was effected — facts that speak 
very favourably for the management of this institution at such an 
early stags of its existence, when it might reasonably be supposed 
its organization would not be so matured or effective as in those 
of older date. 



ENNIS. 

No material change has taken place in the condition of this 
Asylum since the date of our last Report. The number of 
patients resident on the 31st December last was 220, or one more 
than in the previous year. The sanitary state of the house has 
been throughout satisfactory, and the mortality not above the 
average. One case of violent death occurred, and was the subject 
of investigation by the Coroner; the inquest resulting in the 
following finding : — • 

" That R. K. died on Wednesday morning, the 28th December, 
1870, from the effects of injuries sustained by reason of his falling 
from the corridor window of Ennis Asylum, on Monday, the 26th 
instant. It is the opinion of the jury that no blame attaches to 
the attendants. AVe are also of opinion that it is to ho regretted 
that many of the windows are so constructed that there is 
nothing to prevent a patient from throwing himself out of them, 
if not under the immediate supervision of an attendant.” 

We notice with regret that an attendant, on whom so much 
responsibility rests as the female night-watch, was brought before, 
the Board for drunkenness and absence for the night, and that an 
offence of such gravity was only visited with a fine of 5s., and the 
withdrawal of her pass-out for three months. We think that in 
cases where the attendants on the insane are guilty of such gross 
misconduct, a much heavier punishment should be awarded as a 
warning to others ; and we are led the more to make these obser- 
vations from a statement of the Resident Medical Superintendent 
to the Board, in which he says : — “ August 13th, 1S70. — I have to 
report that one of the female patients, M. G., had her arm broken 
on the morning of the 11th instant. I attribute the accident to 
undue force used by one of the female attendants, hut, as I believe 
the injury was not wilfully done, I have allowed her to resign, 
which she has done.” 

The Board thereupon passed a resolution requesting the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent lo furnish a full statement of all the 
facts of the case, directing him at the same time to warn the 
attendants, male and female, as to their treatment of the lunatics. 
The following is the substance of his report to the Board .• — “ In 
. conjunction with Doctor Cullinan (the Consulting and Yisiting 
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Physician), I inquired fully into the matter, and found that at 
the time there were three attendants in the division, namely, the 
head nurse, Ellen Garvey, and her two assistants, one of whom, 
Anne Malone, was in the immediate vicinity of the patient, the 
other attendants being occupied in another part of the corridor. 
As far as I could ascertain, the patient was allowing water to run 
from one of the taps, and, on her not desisting when directed, the 
girl, Malone, went to remove her from the lavatory, and admitted 
that in doing so she gave her arm a twist, though she denied 
having broken it. However, from all the circumstances of the 
case, as well as from the statement of the patient, both Doctor 
Cull in an and myself were satisfied that the injury was caused by 
undue force used by the girl, Malone ; and I accordingly informed 
her that I should report her to the Board, upon which she sent in 
her resignation. I wish to observe that the limbs of the woman 
are abnormally slender, and that a slight force would have prob- 
ably been sufficient to cause the injury. The patient has pro- 
gressed favourably, and the limb is now quite united.” 

The foregoing cases would make it appear that the faults com- 
mitted by the attendants in this Asylum are treated with very 
great leniency indeed. Prom a Report, dated 21st May, 1870, 
made to the Board by the Resident Medical Superintendent, we 
observe, however, that a uniform course has not been followed, 
for he states — ■“ I regret to have to report that I have considered 
it necessary to dismiss peremptorily three of the officials — the 
engine man and his assistant, for gross neglect of duty, by which 
one of the steam-boilers has been, I fear, much damaged ; and the 
shoemaker for having left the premises without permission 
(having gone over the boundary wall), and returned between two 
and three in the morning.” The Board very properly, in our 
opinion, approved of the course adopted by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent in dismissing the engine man and his assistant. 

It having been reported to the Board by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent that one of the patients, M. H„ had become preg- 
nant in the institution, the Governors held a special meeting for 
the purpose of investigating the facts, which were as follows : — 
The patient was admitted into the Asylum on the 21st May, 1868, 
from Ennis Gaol, where she had been detained as a dangerous 
lunatic, and soon after her admission was employed in the 
matron’s kitchen, where she was allowed a certain amount of 
liberty, and, from her own statement, she, on more than one occa- 
sion, went into the gas-house and had intercourse with a male 
patient who was employed there. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent states that this appears 
probable, as, before her admission to the Gaol, she was a woman 
of bad character, and had two illegitimate children in the Scariff 
Workhouse — a circumstance which only transpired since her 
present pregnancy was discovered. 

The Board, on hearing the facts, passed a resolution prohibiting 
the employment of a patient in any part of the Asylum, except 
under the strict supervision of some of the attendants, and hold- 
ing the officers responsible to see the resolution carried out. We

trust that the action of the Board in these matters, -will cause a 
better observance of discipline and prevent a recurrence of such 
irregularities for the future. 

Of the 54 lunatics admitted during the year, 25 were committed 
under the Act as dangerous lunatics ; and of these no less than 16 
are returned as “ tranquil and unsuitable ” and one “ apparently 
not insane.” 

In one case, a lunatic (T. H.), was committed from the Limerick 
Workhouse to this Asylum, contrary to the statute — which 
requires that all persons committed as dangerous lunatics shall be 
sent to the Asylum of the district in which they are apprehended. 
A controversy arose thereupon between the Governors of the 
Limerick and Ennis Asylums, the former refusing to receive the 
lunatic, because he was not a native of the Limerick district, and 
the latter protesting against being called upon to maintain a 
patient who was, previous to admission, resident in Limerick and 
supported upon the rates. 

The opinion of the law adviser was obtained by us for the 
satisfaction of the Governors of the respective Asylums (although 
we had ourselves no doubt whatever as to the interpretation of 
the Act), and corresponded fully with our own, namely, that the 
lunatic should have been committed to the Asylum of the district 
in which he was resident when he became insane. 

ENNISCORTHY. 

On our inspections of this institution we were enabled, after a 
minute examination of the various departments, to place very 
favourable reports upon the hooks, the order and discipline pre- 
vailing throughout the entire establishment being highly satisfac- 
tory, while its sanitary state was all that we could desire — one 
patient only was confined to bed on each occasion, and none un- 
der mechanical restraint, or in seclusion. 

The material wants of the patients as regards food, clothing, 
bedding, and domestic comforts generally, we found to be very 
carefully attended to, due provision being also made in respect to 
occupation and amusement. 

The recoveries, as shown in the Statistical Tables, are over 50 
per cent, on the admissions, and the deaths under 6 per cent, on 
the daily average number of residents. No case of suicide, acci- 
dental death, or other untoward event occurred during the year ; 
and we are happy thus to record the fact that the Enniscorthy 
Asylum continues to maintain the character of a well-ordered 
establishment, which we anticipated for it from the beginning. 

The attendance of Governors has been very satisfactory, a 
quorum having assembled at all the monthly meetings; and large 
Boards having attended on several occasions. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent has from time to time 
reported in favourable terms of the general good conduct and atten- 
tion to their duties of the staff under his control, but we regret to 
observe that it became necessary to discharge the gardener for 
being twice under the influence of drink. 

On the first occasion a fine of £1 was inflicted, with a 
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■warning that dismissal would follow a repetition of the offence — 
a threat which was very properly carried into effect. The other 
offender was an attendant, and the infliction of- a flne of ten. 
shillings for the first offence, coupled with the example of the 
gardener’s dismissal, seems to have had a salutary effect, as no 
further charge has been made against him. 

Reference to such topics in the pages of a Parliamentary Report 
may, to some, appear uncalled for ; hut we look upon the discip- 
line, sobriety, and general good conduct of the staff of attendants 
and servants of an Asylum as constituting the very essence of its 
well-being, and hence we think to commend what is deserving of 
approval, and at the same time to notice what may be deserving 
of censure, may operate usefully, and cannot be considered as 
altogether out of place. 

KILKENNY. 

The number of patients resident in this Asylum on 31st De- 
cember, 1870, was 179, as against 178 at the corresponding date 
of the previous year. 

In our last Report we observed that owing to the overcrowded 
condition of the house on the male side, some stractural addition 
would soon become indispensable ; and we are glad to state that, 
the Board concurring in our views, an-Order in Council was passed 
on the 29th November last, authorizing an issue of £1,500 for the 
purpose, and the works are being carried out according to plans 
prepared by Mr. 'Wilkinson, Architect to the Board of Control, &c., 
for the erection of Asylums in Ireland. The additions, alterations, 
and improvements, when completed, will afford sufficient accom- 
modation for forty patients, with suitable domestic offices and 
arrangements. 

On the whole, the condition of this Asylum is very satisfactory, 
and reflects credit on those connected with its management ; the 
various departments having been found clean, orderly, and well 
ventilated, when inspected by us ; the patients neat in their ap- 
pearance, and comfortably clothed ; due attention being, at the 
same time, given to their dietary, amusements, and occupations. 

The conduct of the staff of attendants and servants is reported 
to be satisfactory ; but we observe that two of the male attend- 
ants were brought before the Board for “ being under the influence 
of drink,” a reprimand having been administered in one case, and 
a fine of £1 imposed in the other. On an inspection in January, 
1870, we instituted particular inquiries relative to the staff, which 
we considered deficient in numbers on the male side, and accord- 
ingly recommended some increase to he made, when two addi- 
tional attendants were added to the list. 

The Governors entered into correspondence with the Boards of 
Guardians of the several Unions, having patients in the Asylum, 
who were considered by the medical officers fit subjects for trans- 
mission to workhouses, and several persons of this class were re- 
moved in consequence during the year. 

The contracts were, as a rale, fairly carried out, hut the shoes 
supplied by the contractor for them, were of such an inferior 
quality, that supplies had to he purchased elsewhere. 
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KILLARNEY. 

The expediency of providing additional Asylum accommodation 
for the insane poor of this district was, on several occasions, the 
subject of discussion at the meetings of the Governors, in conse- 
quence of suggestions or recommendations contained in our pre- 
vious Reports ; hut as yet nothing final has been decided upon. 
We think, however, notwithstanding the fact that the number of 
inmates has decreased by 25 — 13 males and 12 females — that 
some enlargement is requisite, as the statistics of the insane in 
workhouses and at large show that a considerable number of 
lunatics are resident in the district, for whom no proper provision, 
exists. 

On our inspections we had much reason to feel satisfied with 
the order and regularity prevailing in the several departments of 
the Asylum, as well as with the condition of the patients, their 
clothing, bedding, food, and the general attention paid to their 
comforts and amusements. 

The mortality has, however, been considerably above the avei - - 
age, namely, 12 per cent, on the daily number of residents; of 
these, 10 are assignable to thoracic affections, and 7 to debility and 
old age. 

With regard to the exercise of the powers vested in magistrates 
by the Act 30 & 31 Vic., cap. 118, we would make a passing re- 
ference to the committal of a religious from her convent, and her 
transmission under charge of a police constable, but accompanied 
by a female servant of the convent, a distance of 45 miles — the 
journey occupying a period of eight hours. The constabulary 
officer, very judiciously, however, placed the constable in private 
clothes, knowing the painful effect it would create to see a nun, in 
the garb of her order, passing through the country in custody of 
a police-constable. 

There was no doubt as to the dangerous insanity of this 
person ; but we think, inasmuch as she had been for a considerable 
period insane, it would have been a far more judicious arrange- 
ment, had the magistrates suggested some other mode of pro- 
viding for her care and treatment in an Asylum, than the rough 
and ready method of committing her as a dangerous lunatic. 

There is an inmate of this Asylum, J. M'C., who is stated to he 
recovered for over two years. He was admitted ten years ago, 
having inflicted wounds upon himself, while labouring under 
melancholia, with, as was supposed, a suicidal intention. He now 
refuses to leave the Asylum. His immediate family have gone 
to America, and the next relatives at home decline to receive or 
shelter him — so that the workhouse would be his only destination. 
As, however, it is thought the sense of poverty, neglect, and deser- 
tion, if sent thither, would probably induce a relapse, the Board 
have allowed him to remain in the Asylum of his own free will, a 
decision which, under the circumstances, we are not disposed to 
question. 

We regret to . state that towards the close of the year, the 
institution experienced a severe loss in the death of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, Doctor Lawlor, who, from the date of its 
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opening in 1852, had conducted its affairs with judgment, effici- Kiilamet 
ency, and success. The vacancy thus created has been filled up A sYLLM - 
by the appointment of the Consulting and Visiting Physician, 

Doctor Murphy, who held the latter office from the commence- 
ment, and who had, moreover, during the protracted illness of his 
colleague, discharged the duties of both offices, and was con- 
sequently well versed in all the details of management. 

LETTERKENNY. letterkeyny 

No increase of inmates took place here during the year, the 
discharges and deaths having exceeded the admissions by two 
patients. The recoveries show a high per-centage, being 39 on 
78 admissions, or 50 per cent., nearly ; while the mortality was 
about the general average. 

One case of very sudden death occurred, in which the patient 
was ordered a cold, bath as a punishment. It appeared, however, 
that he was labouring under disease of the heart, and that the shock 
was too much for him. An inquest was held, and a verdict re- 
turned to the effect that the patient, R.M'C., died from heart disease. 

On our inspections we found the various departments dean and 
well ventilated, but felt called on to remark upon the unfurnished 
appearance of many of the apartments, day-rooms, corridors, &e. ; 
the deficiency of furniture, and the bare walls giving a cheerless 
aspect to the house. We entered into the various details in a 
lengthened minute which we placed upon the books, and in which 
we suggested such improvements as appeai-ed to us necessary to 
raise the condition of the institution to a higher standard of ex- 
cellence. 

LIMERICK. Lisderick. 

When last reporting upon the condition of this Asylum, we ex- ^re- 
pressed a hope that the Governors would take measures to effect- 
various improvements which appeared to us requisite for the bet- 
ter working of the institution, and for the comfort and treatment 
of its inmates. 

■ On our inspections we regretted, however, to find that little or 
nothing had been done in this direction. 

The want of hospital accommodation for the treatment of 
bodily diseases called for special observation, as well as the bare 
and cheerless aspect of the walls in the interior of the building. 

We should, at the same time, express our belief that the patients 
are well and carefully treated, and their immediate wants, so far 
as food, clothing, and bedding, duly attended to by the staff of 
officers and servants who have charge of them. 

Still much remains to be done to enliven the various rooms 
and corridors, by replastering the walls, and decorating them 
with some cheap pictures or prints, which might be accomplished 
at a very trifling cost. Birds and flowers should also be distri- 
buted here and there, as being calculated to have a cheering effect, 
and to attract the attention of the patients in an agreeable manner. 

Great fault had to be found with the sewerage, which was very 
defective, and although frequently brought under the consideration 
of the Board, was allowed to remain for months unremedied. 
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Limerick We drew the attention of the Board to the matter at their meet- 
Asylum. ^ng ^ Juiy^ when, some of its members having 'made an inspec- 
tion, reported to the meeting that it required immediate attention, 
the nuisance arising from it being most offensive, and particularly 
dangerous at that time of year. The Governors accordingly di- 
rected their architect to take immediate steps to apply a remedy. 
The Resident Medical Superintendent, however, in his Report to 
the Board, at their next meeting in the month following, reported 
the occurrence of a case of English cholera, stating that u the sew- 
erage still remains in a frightful condition.” A further direction 
was thereupon given, and the evil complained of is in process of 
removal. 

We refer thus specially to this matter, because we believe the 
supineness exhibited in acting in a case of such manifest urgency, 
had very nearly brought on an epidemic amongst the patients. It 

is, however, satisfactory to find that the mortality of the year has 
been very low, being only 6 per cent, on the daily average of 
residents. 

It is gratifying to observe the interest taken by many of the 
Governors in the affairs of the institution, and in the comfort and 
welfare of the patients, some of them taking the trouble to in- 
spect the provisions, from time to time, and see them weighed. 
On one of these occasions a deficiency in the weight of the bread 
supplied by the contractor was discovered, amounting to about 20 
lbs. on 320 loaves, being one day’s delivery. 

The contractor was of course charged with the deficiency, and 
cautioned to he particular in giving full weight in future, since 
when no similar occurrence has been recorded. 

Londonderry LONDONDERRY. 

Asylum. ijjj e necess ity 0 f enlarging this Asylum, and improving its 
whole character was strongly urged by us in our last and in pre- 
vious Reports, but not until the month of October was any action 
taken in the matter by the Board. The question was then 
brought forward for consideration, one of the Inspectors being 
present ; but owing to the small attendance of Governors it was 
postponed till the nest meeting. 

Accordingly in November, after due consideration, a resolution 
was proposed and carried, five members voting for, and one against 

it, as follows — “Resolved, that considering the dilapidated condi- 
tion of the present Lunatic Asylum, the large sum necessary to 
put it into an adequate state of repair, and its general unfitness 
for the purpose of modem lunatic treatment, this Board is of 
opinion that it is desirable to construct an entirely new Asylum.” 

It was thereupon ordered “ that the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent be instructed to have a copy of the above resolution 
printed and forwarded to each Governor, and that the next 
monthly meeting be special to consider the most advisable steps 
to be taken to carry it into effect.” 

When, however, the Governors assembled on the 8th December, 
'■ after some discussion it was resolved “ that the consideration, of 

the question of building a new Asylum be postponed till after the 
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first monthly meeting after the next assizes,” a further resolu- Lo.toonderby 
tion being adopted, “ that Mr. Wilkinson (Architect to the Board Asyxdm. 
of Control, &e., for the erection of Asylums), or other architect to 
l>e selected by the Governors, be instructed to draw up plans for 
making the present Asylum suitable for the proper treatment and 
accommodation of 250 patients, and to give an approximate esti- 
mate of the cost of carrying out same — plan and estimate to be 
laid before the Board at the February meeting.” 

The project, therefore, remains in abeyance for the present; but 
as the necessity for extending and improving the accommodation 
for the insane poor of the county of Londonderry has thus, at 
length, been so fully recognised by the local authorities, we antici- 
pate that an immediate decision as to the mode of effecting it will 
be arrived at. 

In our last Report we referred to an inquest held on the body 
of a female who had taken poison in this Asylum, the proceedings 
at which seemed to us to have been a mere formality; the 
same observations apply to the case of R. Y., who was found dead 
in the bath-house on the morning of the 27th March, 1870, as 
the investigation, which resulted in the following verdict, appears 
to have been of the most superficial character — “ We find that the 
deceased, R. Y., came by his death in the Lunatic Asylum on the 
morning of the 27th March, by softening of the brain, accelerated 
by immersion in the water.” 

The evidence on which this verdict was found, as furnished to 
us, is as follows : — - 

“John Gordon (keeper), deposed that he knew the deceased, R. Y., 
for two months ; that he saw him last on the morning of the 27th 
inst. at 7 o’clock, dressing. 

“ Robert Colhoun (keeper), deposed that he knew the deceased, 

R. Y., for about two months ; that his habits were dull and quiet ; 
that he last saw him at 1 o’clock on Sunday morning, asleep ; 
that he retired to the wash-house at about 7 o’clock ; that he does 
not know that any one went with him ; that it was his duty to 
look after the patients in the division to which the deceased was 
attached; that he found him about five minutes past 7 o’clock in 
the wash-house ; he was not then quite dead, but died before Dr. 

Smith saw him ; that when he found him he was resting on his 
knees on the floor with Ms head down, and Ms hands under his 
head. 

“Dr. Smith (Resident Medical Superintendent), deposed that the 
deceased, R. Y., conducted himself very quietly, and never 
attempted to commit srncide previously ; that he was dead about 
five minutes when he saw him ; that lie. Dr. Smith, believes tbe 
disease to have been softening of the brain, and that he was 
gradually sinking from the time of Ms admission.” 

On this strange evidence (although no reference whatever is 
made in it to any immersion in the water) the foregoing equally 
strange verdict appears to have been founded, while Dr. Smith’s 
statement, that the patient “ never attempted to commit suicide 
previously" would seem to indicate that, in his opinion, R. Y. 
had put an end to his own existence. 
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MARYBOROUGH. 

The condition of this asylum throughout the year has been on 
the whole satisfactory ; and its inmates, on the occasion of our 
inspections, presented their usual cleanly and comfortable appear- 
ance, evidencing the care and attention bestowed upon them by 
the officers and servants. 

There were one or two exceptions however, to which it is 
necessary to refer : the first, that in which an aged female was 
severely burned, owing to the negligence of the attendant who 
had charge of her, in allowing her to stray into a room by herself 
in which there was a fire. The injury, though severe, was not 
fatal, and the attendant was let off with a caution — the Governors 
not appearing to consider the negligence of sufficient culpability 
to call for a more severe punishment. 

In the other case, a patient (also a female), had her arm broken 
by her attendant when out exercising on the grounds. This 
patient (A. D.), it appears would not keep up with the rest. The 
attendant endeavoured to make her do so, using such violence in 
the attempt as to break her arm. The Board directed a sum- 
mons to be taken out against the attendant, Mary Lenk, which 
was done, but the magistrates did not consider the evidence of 
the fact sufficiently clear to warrant a conviction. 

The attendant was afterwards dismissed by the Board, who felt 
satisfied, notwithstanding the decision of the magistrates, that 
undue violence had been used by her. 

We have felt it our duty on various occasions to draw the at- 
tention of the Governors to the limited extent of the grounds 
attached to this asylum, and to urge upon them the necessity ot 
enlarging their area. At present the asylum stands on twenty- 
two acres only, three of which are taken up with buildings, airing' 
courts, &c. 

It is of the utmost importance that ample provision should 
be made, not only for affording out-door occupation to the 
insane, but for obviating the monotony of confinement within a 
a too limited space ; and. all experience goes to prove that, while 
great advantages accrue to the inmates of asylums on these 
grounds, on the ground of economy also i3 the extension of 
asylum farms desirable, as affording the best means of turning to 
advantage the large amount of labour that otherwise would re- 
main unoccupied and useless within their walls. 

An extension of the farm would also enable the Governors to 
establish their own dairy for supplying milk for the patients — an 
article of consumption so frequently either adulterated, or deterio- 
rated by admixture with water. And it appears from the pro- 
ceedings of the Governors of the Maryborough Asylum, in Novem- 
ber last, that both the patients and attendants complained that 
the milk supplied for their use was “ very bad,” a circumstance 
which could not arise if, as in many other similar institutions, 
they had a dairy of their own. 
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MONAGHAN. 

When last reporting on this asylum, which had then been less 
than twelve months opened, we were enabled to express ourselves 
in very favourable terms as to the general state of efficiency in 
which, on our inspections, we found its various departments ; and 
have now the satisfaction of stating that during the past year 
we have not had any reason to change the favourable opinions 
before formed respecting its conduct and management, as well as 
of the care and attention bestowed upon its inmates. 

The number resident on the 31st December, 1869, was 171. 
The admissions during the year reached 100 ; the total under 
treatment 271, of whom 31 were discharged, and 30 died ; 
leaving at the termination of the year 1870, 210 patients in the 
house, or an increase of 39 on the previous year. The daily 
average number of residents was 191, so that the mortality has 
been unusually large, 16 per cent, nearly. We find that 12 
deaths occurred from cerebral and cerebro-spinal disease, 10 from 
thoracic affections, 3 abdominal, 2 heart and arteries, and 3 
debility and old age. There was consequently no exceptional 
cause to account for the high rate of mortality, all the deaths 
being assignable to diseases usually attendant upon insanity. 

We observe with regret that several of the attendants had to 
be summarily dealt with for misconduct during the year. John 
Kane, on finding that his leave was withdrawn for three months, 
as a punishment for drunkenness, was guilty of gross insubordin- 
ation to the Resident Medical Superintendent, and was peremp- 
torily dismissed — a course which should have been adopted in the 
first instance. 

John Kenning, for cruelty to a patient in striking him with a 
strap. On having the circumstance reported to us, we directed the 
Kesident Medical Superintendent to institute a prosecution for 
assault, but he reported that there was no likelihood of a convic- 
tion. Kenning was dismissed. 

Three other attendants, Boyd, Keenan, and Gordon, were 
guilty of gross misconduct in breaking out of the asylum at night. 
The two former were dismissed summarily, the latter being let 
off with a fine and reprimand, as it appeared he was less culpable 
than the others. 

With these exceptions the conduct of the staff has been satisfac- 
tory, and we are glad to observe thatthe Kesident Medical Superin- 
tendent allows no instance of misconduct on the part of those under 
his control to pass unquestioned. Nothing can operate more 
beneficially in regard to those who have immediate charge of the 
lunatic poor, and are in hourly contact with them, than the cer- 
tainty that any act of impropriety or misconduct committed bj^ 
them will inevitably be brought under the notice of the authori- 
ties, and due punishment meted out to them. 

The Board of Governors have had much reason to complain of 
the expense they have been put to in the matter of repairs in 
various ways in connexion with the building, so soon after it had 
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been handed over to them, in the way of leakages, damp walls, 
defective plastering, sewerage, &c., &c. ; and we consider the 
contractor very culpable in not having completed the details of 
his contract in a more workmanlike and perfect manner. 

In fact, from the way in which the building was given up, we 
think it would be well in all future contracts of this nature, to bind 
the contractor to make good all such defects as shall show them- 
selves within a period of twelve months from the opening of an 
asylum. 

We cannot conclude these observations without remarking on 
the great interest taken by the Governors in the affairs of the 
asylum, and the highly efficient manner in which the business of 
the institution is carried on. 

MULLINGAR. 

The new buildings were completed and partial]}' occupied be- 
fore the close of the year, the number of patients resident on 
31st December, 1870, being 358, against 335 at the corresponding 
period of the previous year. Steps have also been taken to 
secure an extension of land adjoining the present grounds of the 
asylum. 

On our inspections we found the house in its usual orderly 
state, and have had no reason for dissatisfaction with any of the 
details of management. 

The recoveries, as stated in the tabular returns, show a favour- 
able per-centage, and the rate of mortality for the year has been 
below the general average. 

There is nothing connected with this institution to call for 
special observation on the present occasion. 

OMAGH. 

The new buildings here were completed during the year, and 
accommodation thus provided for 500 inmates. The number 
resident on 31st December, was 420 being an increase of 17. Of 
these 299 belonged to Tyrone, and 121 to Fermanagh. 

On our inspections we had the satisfaction of placing favourable 
minutes on the asylum books, as we invariably found the house 
in a very praiseworthy state, and the patients carefully and 
judiciously attended to. 



RICHMOND. 

The additions and alterations here have been completed and 
occupied, the total accommodation now afforded being for 1,040 
lunatics ; while the number resident at the end of the year was 
98G, leaving 54 vacancies available for future admissions. The 
fullest details of the working of the institution will be found in 
tabular form in the appendices, and need not be recapitulated 
here. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent, in his annual report to 
the Board, refers, in a special manner, to the results of the educa- 
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tional system carried on in the Richmond Asylum. He says — - Richmond 
“ Every individual observer who has visited our schools, has been A aTLt>M * 
strongly impressed with their value as a powerful agent in pro- 
moting tranquillity, good order, self-control, content, and hap- 
piness ” — a statement which cannot he regarded but with very 
great satisfaction. 

One case of suicide has to be recorded — J. B. having hanged 
himself in a single apartment in which he was locked up, as de- 
posed at the inquest, for safety, and to keep him away from 
another violent patient with whom he was quarrelling. The 
jury did not think it right to censure the attendant in charge, 

)3elieving that he had acted for the best in a case of emergency. 



SLIGO. 

There is nothing of any special importance to record in refer- 
ence to the working of this Asylum during the year 1870, 
beyond the fact that on inspection it was found in a most satis- 
factory state in all its various departments. There is an increase 
of 8 patients over the previous year, the number resident on 31st 
December last being 257. The total accommodation consists of 
330 beds, so that an ample number of vacancies exists to meet 
future requirements.

WATERFORD. 

The improved condition of this Asylum, which, has been the 
subject of observation in previous reports, continues to be fully 
maintained ; the order, cleanliness, and observance of discipline 
pervading the entire house, as well as the comfortable appear- 
ance and contented demeanour of the inmates, on our several 
inspections, having elicited our warmest approbation. 

Nothing of consequence occurred during the year to call for 
mention in the pages of a Parliamentary report ; and for the de- 
tails, statistical and financial, they will be found, as usual, fully 
stated in the appendices. 

The arrangements for the purchase of additional land, which it 
is proposed to take, were not completed at the termination of the 
year ; but we expect that in a few weeks this desirable acquisi- 
tion will be made available.

POOR-HOUSES. PoORHOUSES. 

As contrasted with their condition, given in our report for the 
year 1869, and the number of inmates during the twelvemonths 
just expired, no great difference is observable. The gross total of 
the insane of all classes resident in unions being, on the 31st 
December, 1869, 2,907, divided under four different heads, namely, 
simple idiots, 1,171 ; epileptic idiots, 462 ; simple lunatics, 1,030 ; 
epileptic lunatics, 244. On the same date in 1870, we find there 
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POORHOUSS9. -were 2,754*, or 153 less, namely, simple idiots, 1,156; epileptic 
■ idiots, 453 ; simple lunatics, 937 ; epileptic lunatics, 208 ; the 
greatest diminution proportionally "being in the case of the abso- 
lute lunatics, who were drafted off to their respective district 
asylums. 

This fact is so far satisfactory, as it indicates greater atten- 
tion in the selection of those removed. At the same time, we 
frequently, on inspection, notice in asylums patients recently 
transferred in a hopeless state, not alone mentally, for which in 
some instances there may have been justifiable reasons, hut per- 
sons brought in a dying state, several not surviving more than a 
day or two after their admission. This is rather a censurable 
practice for the authorities of poor-houses to adopt, as the trans- 
ference under such circumstances cannot possibly benefit the 
individuals so sent, while it adds to the mortality of institutions 
for the insane by a perceptible increase. 

The question of filing district asylums with all classes of the 
insane is one of very grave importance, and involves the consider- 
ation of a large outlay, not only in effecting structural provision 
for them in district hospitals, hut also a large annual cost of main- 
tenance in excess of present expenditure. If practical benefit is 
likely to he derived by extending all the advantages appertaining 
to district asylums to idiots, confirmed epileptics, or those de- 
mented utterly beyond recovery, and who from helplessness or 
natural tranquillity are easily managed, let them, we say unhesi- 
tatingly, he open to them all ; "but if, on the other hand, by an 
improved and more generous system of treatment in workhouses, 
satisfactory results can he accomplished, at a small expense to the 
ratepayers of the kingdom, we are certainly of opinion that this 
latter alternative arrangement recommends itself as preferable to 
the former, particularly as there is ample room. 

In -justice to the general management of union workhouses, and 
the facilities afforded, through the recommendations of the Com- 
missioners of Poor Laws in Ireland, we are happy to state that 
gradual but active amelioration is taking place in favour of tbe in- 
sane in workhouses, and that, as a rule, they are exceptionally well 
nourished, well clad, and their comforts fairly regarded. Day- 
rooms are being prepared in many whei*e none previously existed, 
and special attendants are placed over them. 

The largest number of insane is to be found in the North and 
South Dublin Unions, containing between them 260 inmates. In 
the Belfast Union there are 180, in the Limerick 88, in Waterford 
36, the remaining 152 pauper establishments following with 
gradually decreasing numbers to nought ; hut, looking to the four 
provinces, the proportion on the whole is nearly equal as regards 
their general population. 

The most marked deficiency in the treatment of the insane in 
poor-houses is generally referable to a want of suitable airing courts, 
or places for exercise and occupation, a deficiency, however, which 
is being gradually obviated. 

That the general mode of maintenance and treatment in work- 
houses is satisfactory in many of them, may be deduced from the 
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fact, that when district asylums become overcrowded, it not un- Foorhouses. 

frequently happens that exchanges are made, when the charge- 

ability of the patient can he fully ascertained, hopeful or violent 

cases from the former being transferred to the latter, and idiotic 

or old and utterly demented returned, and that no inconvenience 

or loss is felt by the change, we have reason to believe, from the 

replies the parties themselves give to our inquiries. 



CENTRAL ASYLUM — DUNDRLTM. Centrm. 

Asylum. 

Adverting to the statistics of this Asylum during the past year, 
the number of its inmates, on the 31st December, 1870, amounted 
to 167 (117 males and 50 females), or 3 less than upon the same 
date in the preceding year. The number discharged recovered 
amounted to 10, while 4, the period of their respective sentences 
having terminated, as they still remained insane, were sent to the 
Asylums of their several districts. The number admitted during 
the year was 17 (or 5 less than in 1869), 13 being males and 4 
females, of those discharged the sexes were equal, namely, 7 of 
each. The deaths, amounting to 6 (5 males and 1 female), were 
from natural causes. No escape is recorded. 

The following is a classification of offences as committed by 
patients of both sexes : — -

It would appear that 31 of the total in confinement (167) are 
sane. The others labour principally under mania, melancholy, 
and imbecility. 

Looking to the educational condition of the patient? in the 
Asylum, 97 are educated, more or less, and 72 illiterate ; while 
in regard to social condition, the single predominate, constituting 
126, or nearly three-fourths of those who are inmates. The 
incurables, in number 111, maybe regarded, with few exceptions, 
as permanent residents in the Asylum. 

The employment of the lunatics at Dundrum, both in and out 
of doors, continues to he very large, as between both sexes, 129 
are daily employed. 

Within the past twelvemonths, the deaths have been greater 
by 4 than in the preceding one. Still, on the percentage under 
treatment, it is on an average two-thirds less than in district or 
private asylums. 

We have peculiar gratification in stating that, notwithstanding 
the great amount of freedom enjoyed by the patients throughout 
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the premises and farm and the comparatively small number of 
the attendants, in connexion with a class of persons looked upon 
by the public generally as predisposed to mischief, no accident of 
any kind occurred, or any attempt at personal violence. Neither 
did we find it expedient to raise the boundary walls, which are 
quite as low as those belonging to District Asylums. 

The approach to the buildings, and to which we referred in our 
last report, as being then in process of construction by the Board 
of Works, is now finished, and constitutes a material improve- 
ment. 

As hitherto we have to report most favourably to your Excel- 
lency upon the conduct and genei’al attention of ali classes of 
attendants and servants to those intrusted to their care. W e have 
had no cause of investigation, and no complaint has been preferred 
upon the occasion of any of our numerous visits to the Asylum. 

It is, therefore, the more to he desired that an improved scale 
of wages for the staff of attendants, within moderate limits, be 
granted, the more especially as, independently of a remuneration 
in better accordance with the incessant duties and responsibilities 
of its several members, one of the principal objects of the Inspec- 
tors in recommending an increase of salaries was to obviate the 
resignation of the more trained and efficient hands, hitherto more 
frequent than desirable. 

We have to regret that, owing to the protracted interval which 
elapsed between an application from us for a suitable clerk and 
storekeeper, that the financial department of the Institution, since 
the period we ceased to have the full control of it, should have 
been the cause of so much trouble and correspondence to the Ex- 
chequer and Audit Department, Somerset House. At the same time, 
we feel satisfied that the outlay has been scrupulously disposed of. 

One of the disadvantages attendant upon the non-appointment 
of an efficient accountant in due time was, that it threw all the 
responsibility of meeting the requirements of the Audit Office 
queries upon the Resident Physician, whose legitimate duty is 
the care and superintendence generally of the establishment, and 
the supervision of its various officers, who are presumed to be 
competent to the discharge of their respective functions. 

On the 31st December, 1869, the balance in hands was £365 6s. 
lid.; the Treasury advances amounted to £4,499 7s. 7 d., and the 
sale of farm produce to £106 3s. lid.— £15 7s. lOd. being received 
for various petty articles. The balance to debit, on the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1870, was £102 11s. 2d., the total receipts being £4,986 6s. 3d., 
consequently £5,088 17s. 5d. would appear to be the total outlay 
during the twelvemonth, which would constitute an. average 
cost per annum of £30 16s. 9d., or 2s. lid. more than, in the pre- 
ceding twelvemonth. Considering the cost of articles this year, 
in comparison with the last, this sum of £30 16s. 9d. simply 
indicates the economy with which the establishment has been 
managed. 

It may not be out of place here to state the particulars as to 
outlay on farm and garden for the year, comprising 28 statute 
acres. The quantity of land under spade and plough cultivation 
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■was 8 acres — 11 -were in grass, and 9 occupied by buildings, 
pleasure grounds, and airing yards. The outlay amounted to 
£495, as shown per vouchers ; the value of the produce sold was 
£106 3s. 10c?., and the estimated value of produce consumed, at 
low market price, was £607 3s. 1 Id . — the total produce attaining 
£713 7s. 9c?. The net profit -was consequently £218 7s. 9d., or an 
approximate profit per acre of £11. All the milk used in the 
Asylum is supplied from the farm dairy. 

We consider the dietary of the inmates of all classes, which we 
established some years ago, to be quite sufficient. There is an 
ample supply of meat, the articles tendered are of a good 
quality, and we have reason to believe, as a general rule, delivered 
according to contract. We trust that this statement of the ex- 
penditure and general condition of an Institution placed altogether 
under our control will prove satisfactory to your Excellency, as 
we are, by reason of our close official connexion with it, more than 
ordinarily anxious it should meet with your Excellency’s appro- 
bation. 

The various extern officers continue to be most regular in their 
attendance. The general working of the Institution is so uniform 
and regular from day to day, presenting no prominent feature in 
the routine of its management, that we feel, were we to dwell 
upon it, it would be like a reproduction of what we have periodi- 
cally given in one shape or another in our reports during the last 
twenty years. 



PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

These institutions continue on the whole to be satisfactorily 
conducted, some in every respect in the most creditable manner; 
our visitsto them individually were frequent duringthe year.being 
one with another, hut particularly in the metropolitan district, at 
least monthly. 

The aggregate number of patients in them at the close of 1870 
amounted to 675 — of whom 339 were males and 299 females ; 
during the year 182 were admitted — 82 males and 100 females — 
136 were discharged, 70 recovered — 26 males and 44 females, 
and 40 improved, 20 of either sex, and 26 unimproved— 9 males 
and 17 females. 

The deaths on the daily average (and none of which resulted 
from accident) under treatment — namely 630 — was 42, or at the 
rate of 6J per cent., a comparatively low rate of mortality. 

From time to time we have suggested improvements tending 
to the comfort of the inmates of some private licensed houses, 
when we notice any deficiency in their arrangements, and whichi 
for the most part, have been already carried out ; with regard’ 
however, to St. Patrick’s or Swift’s Hospital we regret that no 
steps whatever have been taken in furtherance of a recommenda- 
tion submitted by us in former reports, but particularly in our 
last, from which the following extract is taken, as indicatino- 
our sentiments on the subj ect : — 

“ St. Patrick’s, or the hospital founded by Dean Swift more than a

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Private century and a quarter since, then outside the city, is now like St. Luke’s 
Asylums, London, surrounded by public streets or buildings, with only five 
acres of land attached to it, while the patients of both sexes amount to 
137. It is most desirable that another site should be selected and in a 
rural locality in which buildings more adapted to their object could be 
erected.” 

St. Vincent’s, an establishment on a somewhat similar founda- 
tion, being charitable, but exclusively for females, and which con- 
tains at present 89 patients, under the management of a religious 
community, continues to give great satisfaction, both on the score 
of recovery and scarcity of deaths in it. It is daily visited by a 
physician of great experience. 

The department of the Asylum at Lucan Spa, devoted to the 
care and training of idiot children, received an accession of 25 to 
the number of its inmates during the year, of whom 4 died and 1 
was discharged unimproved. The total number of this class 
remaining in the institution on the 31st December last was 33 — 
19 males and 14 females. 

We regret that owing to some unforeseen circumstances the 
arrangement referred to in our last report with regard to changing 
the locality of this institution has not yet been carried into effect ; 
we trust, however, that an object so much to be desired will he 
speedily accomplished.

ARMAGH. 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — 8 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, g of a quart of new milk; J lb. 
of bread, and 1 pint of tea. Dinner — Pour days in the week lb. of bread and 1 quart of 
soup, two days potatoes, and one day £ lb. of bread and 1 pint of coffee. Supper — £ lb. of 
bread and £ of a pint of new milk. 

Extra Diet. — Breakfast — J lb. bread, 1 pint of tea, 5 oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, and f of a 
pint of new milk. 

Hospital Diet. — Wine, whiskey, beef, tea, rice, eggs, butter, and preserved fruit. 

BALLINASLOE. 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — S oz. of oatmeal in stirabout, J of a quart of mixed milk, and 
\ lb. of household bread for workieg patients. Dinner — Three days in the week f of a stone 
of potatoes and £ of a quart of mixed milk. Supper — G oz. of bread and a pint of strong 
cocoa. 

Extra Diet. — Breakfast— 8 oz. of bread and a pint of tea. 

Hospital Diet. — 8 oz. of bread and £ of a quart of new milk when necessary. 

BELFAST. 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — 7 oz. of coarse meal in stirabout and $ of a pint of mixed milk 
for men and a less proportion for women. Dinner — Four days 1 quart of soup and S oz. of 
bread, three days $ lb. bread, G oz. meat, and 1 pint of soup. Supper— £ lb. bread and % pint 
of new milk in summer months, and ll pints stirabout and A pint new milk in winter. 

Extra Diet. — Patients who are actively employed are allowed a portion of flesh meat in 
addition to the soup five instead of three days in the week ; when the state of the patients’ 
health requires it the diet is changed accordingly. 

Hospital Diet.— Wine, whiskey, brandy, eggs, tea, bread and better, sago, and arrowroot.

APPENDIX H. 

General Rules and Regulations for the Management of 
District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. — August 18, 1870. 

Br the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland in Council. 

Spencer. 

Whereas the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland, by orders 
bearing date respectively the 16th day of January, 1862, and 11th 
day of February, 1865, did establish certain Rules and Regulations 
for the good conduct and management of the several District 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland : 

And whereas it is expedient that the said Rules should be 
rescinded, and others substituted in place thereof. 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, with the advice of 
Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, and by virtue of the 
powers given unto Us by the statutes in such case made and 
provided, do order and direct that the said respective Rules 
and Regulations, and all other Rules and Regulations here- 
tofore made, be rescinded, and that for the future good conduct 
and management of such Asylums, and for defining the duties of 
the different Officers connected therewith, and for the other pur- 
poses hereinafter mentioned, the following Rules and Regulations 
he substituted in place thereof, and take effect on the day of' the 
date hereof. 
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The Board oe Governors. 

I. — The Board of Governors of eaeli Asylum, three members 
whereof shall form a quorum, shall meet regularly on a fixed day, 
and at a fixed hour, to be determined by the Governors, once in every 
month (or oftener, should it be deemed necessary or advisable), 
for the discharge of the ordinary business of the institution; and 
every such Board shall examine into all fiscal details and the ge- 
neral management of the Asylum ; and after an inspection of it by 
two or more Governors, or in asylums where extent precludes a full 
visitation on any one occasion, of such parts thereof as from time 
to time may be deemed useful, shall enter on the minutes of the 
day’s proceedings a report of its state as to cleanliness, regularity, 
and order, and the condition of its inmates, stating how far their 
well-being and comforts are attended to. 

II. — Should a Board not assemble on the ordinary day, the 
Resident Medical Superintendent shall issue summonses for a 
meeting on that day week. 

Ill Special meetings may be summoned at not less than four 

days’ notice for any particular object upon a requisition to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent to that effect, signed hy two 
or more Governors, or by one of the Inspectors. 

IV. — A full and accurate copy of the minutes of proceedings 
of every meeting of the Board, certified as such hy the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, shall be transmitted to the Inspectors 
within four days from the day of meeting, in the form (A) here- 
unto annexed, or a form to the like effect. The Board shall also 
transmit to the Inspectors the quarterly accounts and estimates 
of expenditure, and all applications for the_ advance of moneys 
for the current Asylum maintenance, to he signed by at least two 
Governors, one of whom should be the chairman, and counter- 
signed by the Resident Medical Superintendent, who will certify 
as to their accuracy. 

V. All contracts to he entered into on behalf of the Asylum 

relating to the maintenance, clothing, and lodging, or for any 
other purpose relating to the general management of the Patients, 
shall be made and entered into by the Governors, in the name 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and the Governors shall 
require sealed tenders to be made for such contracts in the manner 
usual in such cases. 

VI. Notice of the nature and conditions of the contract to be 

entered into, of the last day and hour on which tenders will be 
received, and the day on which the tenders will be opened, shall 
be given in some newspaper circulating in the district, not less 
than ten days previous to the last day on which such tenders shall 
be received; and no tender sliall be opened by the Olerlc or any 
Governor or other person before the day specified in such notice, 
or otherwise than at a meeting of said Governors. 

VII. When any tender shall be accepted, the party making the 

tender' shall, in pursuance of these Regulations, enter into a con- 
tract with the Governors, in the name of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, containing the terms, conditions, and stipula- 
tions mutually agreed upon; and whenever the Governors shall 
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deem it advisable, the party contracting shall in like manner 
find one or more surety or sureties, who shall enter into a bond 
in such penalty as the Governors shall think fit, conditioned for 
the due performance of the contract, or shall otherwise secure the 
same. 

VIII. — All tenders shall he made and contracts entered into 
respectively according to the respective Forms B and C hereunto 
annexed, and all tenders for contracts, whether accepted or re- 
jected, signed as such by the Chairman of the Board at which they 
have been opened, together with a Schedule of the accepted 
tenders in the Form hereunto annexed, marked D, shall be duly 
forwarded to the office of the Inspectors for examination. Ail 
receipts for disbursements in regard to current expenditure, duly 
authenticated by the Board, shall be regularly filed and kept in 
the office of the Asylum. 

IS. — No question relating to increased expenditure, to altera- 
tions in the staff or management of an Asylum, or to alterations in 
the salary of Officers, or to the sub-division of old or creation of 
new offices, or to any other subject of importance, shall be taken 
into consideration, without a month’s previous notice ; and no re- 
solution of the Board affecting the discipline or management of 
an Asylum as established by the present Rules, shall take effect, 
if contrary to any of them, until after it shall have been sub- 
mitted, through the Inspectors, to the Chief or Under Secretary, 
and shall have received the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 

X — The general dietary shall be- regulated by the Board, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Inspectors and to such alterations as 
they may think fit from time to time to direct. The Medical 
Officers shall he at liberty to prescribe such extras as they may 
deem necessary. 

Admission, Treatment, and Discharge of Patients. 

XL — Persons labouring under mental disease, for whom papers 
of application are filled up in the prescribed forms, to the satisfaction 
of the Board, and who shall be duly certified as insane by a registered 
physician or surgeon, who shall state the grounds on which he 
forms his opinion, shall be admissible into District Asylums, after 
having been examined by the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
or, in his absence, by the visiting physician or surgeon. 

XII. — In the case of every District Asylum of which the district 
shall consist of more than one county, county of a city or town, 
the Board of General Control and Correspondence shall forthwith 
ascertain the proper number of patients that can be safely and 
conveniently accommodated in such Asylum, and also the quota 
of accommodation to which each county, county of a city, or town 
forming the district of such Asylum, is entitled, such accommoda- 
tion to be in proportion to the amount charged to such county, 
county of a city, or town, towards the erection or enlargement 
of such Asylum, and shall furnish a statement containing the 
particulars aforesaid to the Clerk of the Council ; and it shall be 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant in Council, from time to time, to 
alter or amend the said statement and quota, or to approve or dis- 
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approve of the same, and the final approval of such statement and 
quota, or any alteration therein which may from time to time be 
made, shall be communicated by the Clerk of the Council to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

XIII. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall submit to 
the Board at each meeting a return in the form hereunto annexed, 
marked E; and when considering the applications for admissions, 
the Board shall, except in cases of extreme urgency, allocate the 
vacancies among the counties, counties of cities, or towns forming 
the district of the Asylum, so that each, such county, county of a 
city, or town, shall receive its full quota of accommodation. 

XIV. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall, from time to 
time and within one week from the date of every meeting of the 
Board, at which any order or orders for admission of patients shall 
have been made or sanctioned, furnish to the Inspectors of Lunatic 
Asylums a return of the vacancies and admissions in the form 
hereunto annexed, marked F, the same having been first properly 
and accurately filled up, dated, and signed by him. 

XV. — The Board shall require an engagement to be given in 
writing in the Form hereunto annexed, marked G, for the removal 
of any patient, to he signed by the friends of the patient, or the 
magistrate, clergyman, or other responsible person who signs the 
application for admission, which engagement shall he strictly 
enforced. 

XVI. — No patient, other than a “dangerous lunatic,” shall be ad- 
mitted without the sanction of the Board, except by order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, or of the Inspectors of Lunatics or one of them, 
or in case of urgency, when the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
or in his absence, the Consulting and Visiting Physician of the 
Asylum, may admit upon his own authority, stating on the face 
of his order the grounds upon which he acts, provided always that 
when a patifent has been admitted under this rule, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, or in his absence the Visiting Physician, 
shall submit the case to the special consideration of the Board at 
its next meeting for the decision of the Governors thereon. 

XVII. — Patients, except where special reasons to the contrary 
may exist, are to be clad in the dress of the institution, and their 
own clothes are carefully to be laid by, to be returned to them on 
their discharge. 

XVIII.— The patients shall, on admission, be carefully bathed 
and cleansed, unless the Resident Medical Superintendent shall 
otherwise direct. They shall he treated with all the gentleness 
compatible with their condition; and restraint, when necessary, 
shall he as moderate, both in extent and duration, as is consistent 
with the safety and advantage of the patient. 

XIX. Strict regularity shall be observed with respect to the 

hours for rising in the morning and retiring for the night ; that 
for rising being fixed at six o’clock from the 1st of April to the 
30th of September, called the Summer six months, and for retiring 
at an hour not earlier than half-past eight o’clock nor later than 
nine for the same period. During the Winter six months the 
patients shall rise at seven, and retire not earlier than seven nor : 
later than eight o’clock.. 
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XX. — The like regularity must be observed with respect to 
meals ; in no case shall the ordinary number of meals be less than, 
three, and they shall be supplied during the Summer six months 
at the following hours, viz. : breakfast at eight o’clock ; dinner at 
one o’clock; and supper at six o’clock; — and during the Winter 
six months at the following hours, viz. : breakfast at nine o’clock ; 
dinner at two o’clock; and supper at six o’clock; but patients 
actively employed in or out of doors may have an additional allow- 
ance of food between the usual meals by direction of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. 

XXI On the admission of a patient the Resident Medical 

Superintendent, or, if he shall be absent on leave, the Consult- 
ing and Visiting Physician, shall make himself acquainted as far as 
possible with the history of the case, and note the same down in 
the General Registry; he shall also examine into the bodily condi- 
tion of the patient, who is to be placed in ail appropriate division, and 
carefully attended to both medically and personally. 

XXII Patients may he visited from time to time by their 

friends, with the permission of the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
and as a general rule between the hours of noon and £ o’clock, r.M. 

XXIII. — No patient shall be discharged without an order from 
the Board, on a certificate signed by both Medical Officers, stating 
the then mental condition of the patient ; and no lunatic transferred 
to an Asylum from gaol, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, as 
dangerous, or admitted to an Asylum, by warrant of Justices, as 
dangerous, shall be set free or handed over to his friends as ceasing 
to be dangerous, except on a joint certificate to that effect, from 
both Medical Officers ; but in the interval between the meetings 
of the Board it shall be in the power of the Inspectors, or 
one of them, to order the discharge of any patient (not being a 
criminal lunatic placed in the Asylum under an order of the Lord 
Lieutenant) ; hut no such order shall be made, except at the request 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and unless a personal ex- 
amination had been made by one of the Inspectors ; and in every 
case the order shall he in writing, stating the grounds on which it 
is made, and shall be deposited with the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, to be kept by him among the records of the Asylum. 

XXIV. — On the discharge of patients who have no available 
means, the Board is authorized to allow the expense of their journey 
home. 

XXV. — Patients confined in the Central Asylum at Dnndrum 
and removable therefrom, under the 12th Section of 8 & 9 Vic., 
cap. 107, shall, if _ insane, at the expiration of their period of 
Imprisonment, and if liable to be treated as pauper lunatics, be 
transmitted after due inquiry by the Inspectors to the District 
Asylum, to which, as pauper lunatics, they shall appear to have 
been admissible previous to their being taken into custody. In the 
absence of any such definite information, they shall be transferred 
to the District Asylum of the locality in which the offence with 
which they were charged was committed. Lunatics so transferred 
to District Asylums may be discharged therefrom by order of the 
Inspectors or Board of each Asylum, as if they had been originally 
admitted by it. 
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XXVI — Patients who have not sufficient available means of 
their own for payment of their maintenance in a private Lunatic 
Asylum, but whose friends are willing to pay wholly or in part for 
their care and maintenance, xnay be admitted into District Lunatic 
Asylums, subject to the following regulations: — 

No such patient shall be admitted into any District Lunatic 
Asylum, so long as there shall be unsatisfied and legitimate 
claims for the admission of lunatic poor who have no available 
means of their own, and whose friends are unable or unwilling to 
contribute towards their care and maintenance in the asylum. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent shall submit the application 
for the admission of every such patient to the Board of Governors, 
which application shall be in Form H hereunto annexed, and 
shall state the amount stipulated to be paid by the friends of such 
patient towards bis support, and shall be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate, signed by a magistrate and a clergyman, stating that they 
are personally acquainted with the pircumstauces of such patient 
and his friends, and that to the best of their knowledge and belief, 
such patient is unable, and his friends are unable or unwilling to 
pay for his care and maintenance in a private lunatic asylum. 

If the Board of Governoi’s shall approve of the admission of such 
patient upon the terms stipulated, the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent shall forthwith submit the application to the Inspectors of 
Lunatics ; and no such patient shall be admitted into any District 
Asylum without the previous sanction of such Inspectors, or one of 
them. 

Every agreement for payment shall be made with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, and shall not exceed the average of the 
general cost, nor be less than one half of the average cost, for the 
care and maintenance of patients in the District Lunatic Asylum to 
which such patient shall he admitted ; and the amount so stipulated 
shall be payable in advance by half-yearly instalments, provided 
always that in special cases the Inspectors of Lunatics may autho- 
rize such an alteration in the charge as they think proper, not less 
in any case than one-fourtli the average cost." 

Paying patients shall be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions as other patients in regard to' their treatment, care, and main- 
tenance. 

Resident Medical Sufebintendent. 

XXVII. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall be duly 
qualified as a Physician and Surgeon, and hold a diploma in mid- 
wifery. 

XXVIII.— The annual sums and allowances to he paid and made 
to the several Resident Medical Superintendents, whose salaries and 
allowances have not been equivalently fixed by order of the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council, and to all persons hereafter to be appointed 
as such Resident Medical Superintendents, shall be as follows: — 

When the accommodation for patients in the Institution shall be 
under 250, the salary of the Resident Medical Superintendent shall 
be at the rate of £340 per annum. 
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When the accommodation for patients shall he 250 and under 
350, such salary shall be at the rate of £400 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 350 and under 
500, such salary shall be at the rate of £450 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 500 and under 
600, such salary shall he at the rate of £500 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 600 and under 
800, such salary shall be at the rate of £550 per annum. 

And the allowances to be made to all such Resident Medical 
Superintendents shall be apartments, fuel, light, washing, . vege- 
tables, bread, and milk. 

Resident Medical Superintendents appointed after the date of 
this Order shall not be allowed any furniture for the apartments 
occupied by them, save and except the following fixtures : — 

Chimneypieces. 

Grates. 

Presses. 

Fixed Shelves. 

Locks. 

Bells. 

Gas Fittings and Gasaliers. 

Blinds. 

Carpets or matting may, with the sanction of the Board of 
Governors or of the Inspectors, be allowed in corridors or on stairs 
in the Resident Medical Superintendent’s apartments, if such cor- 
ridors or stairs are used by the officers, patients, or attendants. 

XXIX. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall superin- 
tend and regulate the whole establishment, and is to be intrusted 
with the moral and general medical treatment of its inmates, for 
whose well-being and safe custody he shall be responsible ; and he 
shall at all times devote his best exertions to the efficient manage- 
ment of the institution. 

XXX. — He shall, before one o’clock, E.M., and also occasion- 
ally at other times,, inspect the whole establishment, daily — dor- 
mitories, — dining-rooms, — kitchen, — laundry, — stores, and other 
places. He shall go through all the divisions, and see that they 
are orderly, clean, well ventilated, and of a proper temperature. 
He shall carefully examine each patient who may seem to require 
his advice, or to whom his attention may he directed. When 
going round the female divisions he shall be accompanied by the 
Matron or Head Nurse of the division, who shall direct his attention 
to any matter worthy of notice. 

XXXI. — He-shall take care that all the Officers, servants, and 
attendants of the institution acquit themselves of their respective 
duties, and in any case of their neglect, he shall report accordingly 
to the Board at its next meeting. In cases, however, of drunken- 
ness, insubordination, or cruelty, he may suspend any attendant 
or servant, reporting to the Inspectors within three days the name 
of the party and the cause of suspension, and at its subsequent 
meeting to the Board for its decision; and until such decision 
the offender shall be removed from the Asylum. 
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XXXII. — He shall also visit the male divisions after the patients 
have retired to rest, and satisfy himself that they are safely and 
comfortably located for the night. 

XXXIII. — In complicated or difficult cases of mental disease, or 
any case requiring particular treatment, he shall freely communicate 
with the Consulting and Visiting Physician, and concert with him 
the most judicious mode of treatment which should be adopted. 

XXXIV. — He shall never be absent from the Asylum at the same 
time with the Matron, nor ever for the night without special leave 
from a Board of Governors or the Inspectors, and upon every such 
absence he shall enter in the book the date and period; and inform 
the Consulting and Visiting Physician, who for the time shall 
exercise a general supervision over the establishment. 

XXXV. — He shall be careful that the following books are kept 
with regularity, and that they are at all times ready for inspec- 
tion, viz.: — 

1. The General Registry. 

2. The Registry of Discharges and Deaths. 

3. The Medical Journal. 

4. The Morning Statement Book, which shall contain a return 

of the number of patients divided according to their sex and 
chargeability, — the names of those admitted and discharged, 
specifying their mental condition, — the names of those who 
have died, — the number employed, — the names of those who 
may be under restraint, or seclusion, and the causes 
thereof, — the number under medical treatment, — the hour 
and duration of visits of the respective officers, to be 
recorded by themselves. This daily return to be counter- 
signed by the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

5. The Want Book, in which, previous to each monthly meeting, 

all articles required for the use of the Asylurn shall be 
entered for the approval and signature of the Chairman. 

6. The Minute Book, containing a full and faithful record of the 

proceedings of the Board. 

7. The Letter or Correspondence Book, in which shall be en- 

tered the dates of all letters received, and copies of all letters 
written on business of the institution. 

8. The Application Book, in which shall be entered the parti- 

culars of the several applications for admission. 

9. The Memorandum Book for such observations and reports as 

any of the Governors or Officers may think necessary to 
insert in it. 

XXXVI. He is to take care that the Minutes of each meeting 

are fully and accurately transcribed ; that all communications directed 
by the Board are written, and despatched in due course; that any 
returns or information required by the Inspectors be furnished to 
them without delay; that all accounts of the institution are kept in 
accordance with the regulations of the Inspectors; and that the 
bills and vouchers are regularly prepared and submitted to the 

Governors at their meetings. . 

XXXVII.— He shall be responsible for the disbursement of 
such money as may be placed in his hands by the Board. 
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XXXVIII.— He shall exercise a general supervision over the 
various articles contracted for as to quantity and quality ; and if of 
inferior quality or deficient in quantity, he is authorized, should 
he feel fully justified in so doing, to procure an equivalent supply 
elsewhere at the contractor’s expense. 

XXXIX— He shall report at each meeting on the general con- 
dition of the establishment, and direct the attention of the Board 
to any matter that may tend to the well-being of' the patients, and 
the efficient management of the institution. 

XL. — He shall prepare annually, not later than the February 
meeting of the Governors, a general report to the Board on the 
condition and expenditure of the Asylum during the preceding year, 
which shall be published as the Board may direct. 

Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

XLI— The Consulting and Visiting Physician shall attend 
at the Asylum three days in the week, and on every day in those 
Asylums where the number of patieuts shall exceed 200 ; the regular 
hour of attendance being in the interval of from ten to one o’clock, 
unless otherwise arranged, by mutual consent, between the Medi- 
cal Officers. On his arrival he is to communicate with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, in company with whom he shall visit all 
patients labouring under bodily disease, and any who . are in 
seclusion, or under restraint. He shall also see such patients as 
may have been admitted since his preceding day of attendance, and 
any others whom he may desire to visit. 

XLII. — He shall attend at all times when called on by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, and afford such advice and 
assistance as may he required of him, whether to patients, officers, 
or servants, and. he shall afford such advice daily in cases of 
acute illness, and accidents of a dangerous nature. He shall, 
once, at least, in each fortnight, examine with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, into the mental condition of every patient 
in the Asylum, who is under special medical treatment. 

XLI1I. — He is on every day of attendance to enter in the Morning 
Statement Book the hour and duration of his visit. 

XL1V. — When requiring leave of absence, he shall make applica- 
tion to the Board, or Inspectors, in order that, if it be deemed 
necessary, a duly qualified substitute may he provided in his place. 

XLV. — In conjunction with the Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent he is to. examine into the mental condition of every patient 
before being discharged, and consult with him thereon, before sign- 
ing the necessary medical certificate. Should the Inspectors deem 
it . advisable the Consulting and Visiting Physician shall attend daily 
at any Asylum, irrespective of the number of patients in it, and 
afford them, any information they may require. 

XLY1. — In every Asylum a Case Book shall be kept in the 
office, in which the history of important cases shall be entered, 
with such observations as the Medical Officer in immediate charge 
of them may consider useful and interesting. 

XL VII. — When a Surgeon is specially attached as moh to a 
District Asylum, he is to attend on accidents of a serious character, 
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perform operations -when necessary, and take charge of cases purely 
surgical. The patients under his immediate care should, if pos- 
sible, be treated in the infirmary, and his visits are to be regulated 
as those of the Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

Assistant to the Resident Medicai Supebintendent. 

XL VIII. — The assistant to the Resident Medical Superintendent 
shall be duly qualified as a Physician and Surgeon, and hold a 
diploma in midwifery. 

XLIX. — He shall assist the Resident Medical Superintendent in 
the performance of all the duties of that officer, and he shall perform 
all other duties that may be required of him subject to the approval 
of the Inspectors, and shall never be absent from the Institution at 
the same time as the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

L. — Pie shall discharge the duties hereinafter assigned to the 
Apothecary when no such officer is employed. 

Secretaby. 

LI When a Secretary to the Board of Governors is employed 

in any Asylum with the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant, he 
shall, under the Resident Medical Superintendent, be immediately 
responsible for the fulfilment of the Rules XXXV. and XXXVI. 
He shall also perform such duties of a non-medical character as the 
Governors, conjointly with the Inspectors, may lay down, in 
assisting the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

Chaplains. 

LII. — When no regular chapels are attached to an Asylum 
the Board shall direct a suitable place to be temporarily allocated 
to religious worship. 

Tli.e" Chaplains are to attend on Sundays and holidays to officiate 
according to their respective creeds. They are to visit the institu- 
tion once in the week, at least, to administer religious instruction 
to those who, in the opinion of the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
may he susceptible of its influence. They are sedulously to avoid 
all subjects of controversy. In case of illness they shall attend when 
called on. Each Chaplain is to keep a book at the Asylum, giving 
the result of his religious ministrations, to be submitted to the Board 
at its meetings, and to be retained in the office. 

The Matron. 

LIII. — She shall reside in the Asylum, and shall exercise 
immediate superintendence over the female department, but in 
position and authority subordinate to the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, to whom she is to report daily its condition, and any 
irregularity or misconduct that may occur within it. 

LlV.— She shall take care that cleanliness, both in person and 
dress, is strictly attended to, and shall have particular regard to 
the rooms in which sick, refractory, or idiotic patients are confined. 
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LV. — She shall employ the female patients as advantageously 
as possible to themselves and to the establishment, and in every 
way endeavour to promote their comfort and well-being. 

LVI. — She shall examine the different apartments in the female 
divisions every day before eleven o’clock, a.m. ; and shall walk 
through the corridors after the patients have retired to bed, and 
see that every patient is safely and comfortably located for the 
night, and that the nurses are in their proper divisions. 

LV1I. — She, or the Head Nurse of each division, shall accom- 
pany the Resident Medical Superintendent and the Consulting 
and Visiting Physician when visiting the female divisions of the 
Asylum, and receive from either of them any instructions he may 
deem advisable as to the treatment of the patients. 

LVIH. — She shall look after the inner clothing, bedding, linen, 
and all other articles in wear or used by the patients, see that 
they are kept in good repair, and shall take care that, without 
waste, there is a regular supply of sheeting, stockings, shirts, and 
all other articles of clothing or in use. When she notices a defi- 
ciency she shall apply, by a written requisition, to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent for such articles as may be required, and 
for which she shall be accountable on their receipt from the Store- 
keeper, to whom she shall return all condemned or worn-out 
articles, to be disposed of by order of the Board. 

LIX. — She shall pay strict attention to the state of the laun- 
dry, and to the order and regularity in which it is conducted, 
and exercise a general superintendence over the culinary depart- 
ment, the cleanliness of the dairies, pantries, and all other places 
under her charge. ■ 

LX. — At meal hours she shall inspect the female refectories, 
and promote habits of regularity, decorum, and cleanliness among 
the patients, and clue attention on the part of the nurses. 

LXI. — The Matron is to consider herself an officer of great trust, 
and must sedulously watch over the good conduct and becoming 
demeanour of tbe female servants and attendants. She shall not 
absent herself from the Asylum at the same time as the Resident 
Medical Superintendent; nor at any time by night without the 
special permission of the Board or the Inspectors. 

The Apothecary, 

LXII. — If resident, shall devote his time to tbe service of tbe 
Asylum, and assist the Medical Officers in accordance with the 
directions given him from time to time by the Inspectors. If non- 
resident, he shall attend daily at the Asylum before two o’clock, 
or whenever required by tbe Resident Medical Superintendent. 
He is to compound all prescriptions, entering them in tbe general 
prescription books in full, and inscribe the necessary directions on 
each parcel legibly. He shall take care that all medicines not used 
or which shall be counter-ordered shall be returned to him. He is to 
assist in the infirmary, or in any other part of the institution where 
his services are needed, but shall not prescribe for patients, except 
on urgent occasions, and in the absence of the Resident or Visiting 
Physician. 
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LXI1I. — He is to take stock twice in the year, and make requisi- 
tions to the Board through the Resident Medical Superintendent. 
Surgical instruments and those employed for restraint are to he 
kept in the Apothecary’s shop, to which no person unauthorized by 
either of the Medical Officers shall on any pretence whatever have 
access in his absence. 

Clerk and Storekeeper. 

LXIV. — He shall attend daily in the office, under the directions 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and take charge of the 
various books in it. After each meeting he shall make an accurate 
transcript of its proceedings, to he signed by the Chairman of the 
next Board. He shall copy letters written on official business, and 
file those received. He shall keep all accounts, examine receipts 
and vouchers, see that the bills are in accordance with the contract 
pi'ices, and have them in order and readiness, to be submitted at 
the usual meetings. 

LXV. — He shall have charge of the stores of the institution, 
and receive the same and be accountable for the quantity and quality, 
so as to show the issues of every sort, ordinary as well as extras, 
and check the issues and consumption with each other. 

LXVI. — He shall keep an account of the clothing, both male and 
female, exhibiting in a clear manner the quantities from time to 
time received, the articles delivered out, together with the divi- 
sions in which such articles have been supplied, and is on no account 
to issue any articles from store in lieu of any other article of the 
same kind, without a written order (to he filed) from the Resident 
Medical Superintendent or Matron. 

LX'VII. — He shall keep an account of the receipts and issues of 
coals, candles, soap, and all other articles, also an inventory of the 
furniture, beds, bedding, house linen, and all other articles. 

LXVII1. — He shall sign the pass-books kept by the various con- 
tractors for milk, bread, meat, and other articles on the delivery of 
each article, and is also to keep a pass-book to be signed by the 
contractors in which the quantity delivered shall he entered. 

LXIX.— He shall attend for the issue of stores; and in the daily 
delivery of food to the cook, he shall take particular care that the 
quantity is proportionate to the demand in the different divisions as 
specified in the Dietary Book, and that ample time is allowed for 
the cooking and preparation of the various meals. 

LXX.— He shall, as far as possible, see that no misapplication of 
food or other articles occurs after having beenissued from the stores, 
and is from time to time to observe the male patients at their meals, 
and judge whether they have received their regular allowances 
Twice in every year, viz., in March and October, and oftener if 
required, he shall take stock under the direction of the Board, and 
make out an accurate return in detail, of the aggregate receipts and 
issues during the preceding six months, or any other required perio . 

In case, on application from the Board of Governors, the duties 
of Clerk and Storekeeper be divided by sanction of the Lord 
Lieutenant between two officers, their respective duties shall be

regulated by bye-rules made by the Board of Governors, and 
subject to the approval of the Inspectors, but in accordance with 
the above General Rules. 

Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses. 

LXXI. — A system of education is hereby authorized in those 
Asylums where the Governors are disposed to adopt it, but subject 
to the following regulations : — 

LXXII. — The Resident Medical Superintendentalone shall select 
such patients as may be deemed likely to benefit by tuition, and 
shall regulate the hours at which such tuition may be given. 

LXXIII. — The Elementary Books to be used shall be those of 
the National Board of Education. 

LXXIY. — No Religious Instruction shall be given in the 
Schools. 

LXXV. — The Board of Governors may employ a Male Teacher 
and a Female Teacher in each Asylum. 

Attendants and Servants. 

LXXYI Attendants and servants, both male and female, in 

their various departments, shall be directly responsible to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, and shall observe habits of 
cleanliness, order, and subordination, as well as the most unvary- 
ing kindness towards the lunatics placed under their charge, or 
with whom they may come in contact. 

LXXYII. — The attendants shall never absent themselves from 
their divisions so as to leave the patients unguarded, nor shall they 
attempt mechanical restraint, seclusion, or the use of the shower 
or plunge bath without express directions from either of the Medical 
Officers. The presence of an attendant or servant, in the case of 
baths being given, shall be imperative. 

LXXYlll — In the morning they are to see that the patients are 
properly washed and dressed, and at night that due regard be paid 
to their comfort. 

LXX1X. — They are to be present when the patients are at meals. 
They shall pay particular attention to the clothing and becoming 
appearance of the patients ; and shall contribute all in their power, 
both in and out of doors, to their amusement and occupation. 

LXXX. — They shall be answerable for the safe keeping of the 
lunatics under their care, and in the event of escape, attributable 
to any negligence on their part, shall be liable to a fine, or to 
dismissal. 

LXXXI. — At the male side they shall report daily to the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent the conditions of their respective 
wards and corridors; at the female, to the Matron; and shall keep 
a diary in reference to the patients. 

LXXXII. — They shall, in then* communications with the Medical 
Officers and Matron, state all the circumstances relating to each 
patient within their knowledge, and study, as touch as possible, 
the character and peculiarities of the different lunatics under their 
charge. 
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LXXXIII — They are to be responsible for the cleanliness and 
care o± bedding, linen, and other articles, in their respective divi- 
sions, and when repairs are wanted shall report the same, at the 
male side, to the Resident Medical Superintendent, at the female, 
to the Matron. 

LXXXIV. — They are to deliver out the soiled linen of their 
divisions to the Laundress on the appointed days, with a docket 
specifying the description and number of articles, and are to com- 
pare the docket with the clean linen when returned, and are to 
report any neglect on the part of the Laundress. 

LXXXV . — They are to keep their own presses and private 
rooms in a state of regularity and cleanliness. 

LXXXV I — No attendant or servant is to be permitted egress 
from the institution, without the sanction of the Resident Me"clical 
Superintendent, or in his absence, if a female, of the Matron, if a male, 
of the Clerk and Storekeeper, with the sanction of the Consulting 
and Visiting Physician, by a written pass ; and on no account are 
the children of any domestic to reside in the Asylum, 

LXXXVII. — Attendants or servants are on no account to receive 
any perquisites, either in money or value, from patients, or from 
the friends of patients admitted to the Asylum ; any infraction of 
this Rule should be punished by immediate dismissal. 

LXXXVIII. — They are to avoid any harsh or intemperate lan- 
guage to patients, and must, by steadiness, kindness, and gentleness, 
endeavour to contribute to that system of moral government upon 
which the value of the Asylum depends. 

LXXXIX. — The night attendants shall commence their duties 
at nine o’clock, P.M., in winter, and at ten in summer, and continue 
until they give up charge to the day attendants in the morning 
They shall, at all hours throughout the night, observe the strictest 
vigilance, visiting frequently the various departments of the house 
as may he directed by the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

The Cook. 

XC. — The Cook shall take care that in the morning before a 
quarter after seven o’clock, the kitchen be in regular order, the fires 
lighted, and everything prepared for her business: she shall receive 
from the Storekeeper the different articles to be prepared as food 
for the patients and attendants, and he particular as to the quantity 
required ; it shall he her duty to see that the meals are properly 
dressed, and ready at the particular periods specified for delivery. 

XCI. — She shall keep all the utensils used by her with the 
greatest cleanliness, and never omit, before retiring to rest, 
to have the boilers well scoured, and the kitchen and scullery 
thoroughly ventilated and purified. 

XCII. — She shall not allow loiterers, whether patients or 
attendants, to remain in the kitchen. 

The Lauhduess, 

XC1II. — The Laundress shall take charge of the patients em- 
ployed to assist her, and, when their business is over, shall see that 
they return to the safe keeping of the attendants in their re- 
spective divisions. 
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XCIV. — She shall keep a book, to be called the “Laundry Book,” 
in which are to be entered, under separate heads, the various articles, 
soap, blue, starch, and other articles received by her from the 
Storekeeper; and also a hook containing an exact list of the soiled 
clothes to be washed and returned by her weekly to the different 
divisions ; any requisition or cause of complaint, in her department, 
is to be conveyed by her to the Matron. 

The Pouter 

XCV. — The Porter shall have charge of the hall and adjoin- 
ing public apartments, and have them, and also the entrance and 
grounds immediately in its front, kept with neatness and order. 

XCYI. — In the morning, during the summer months, he shall, 
at half-past five o’clock, ring the bell to call up the attendants and 
servants; during the winter, at a quarter before seven. 

XCVII. — At night he shall see that all the doors are locked, and 
the different yards duly protected, in summer, at nine o’clock, p.m. ; 
and in winter, at eight, p.m. He shall then deposit all the keys 
intrusted to him with the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

XCVHI. — When called on he shall assist in taking charge of the 
male lunatics, under the directions of the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, and render himself generally useful. 

Land Steward and Gardener. 

XCIX. — He shall attend at the hours named by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent to receive the different classes for their 
respective labours. 

0 — He shall take charge of all the implements used on 
the farm, and he accountable for them. He shall superintend the 
lunatics when employed on the grounds, and assist the attendants 
generally in the care of them. 

CL — He shall 'make no purchase whatever of seeds, shrubs, or 
any other article, neither shall he employ hired labourers without 
directions to do so from the Board. 

CII — He shall keep a book containing an account, from 
month to month, of the expenditure on the farm and garden, and 
of the produce thereof ; he shall enter in it the number of patients 
employed, as well as the amount of vegetables delivered by him daily 
for the use of the Asylum. 

CIII — Pie shall he responsible for the neatness, order, and cul- 
tivation of the grounds, and the good condition of the farm. 

CIV.- He is to obey all orders he may receive from the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, in regard to the patients under 
his charge, and in no case absent himself from his duties without 
leave. 

Gate Keeper. 

OV.— He shall take care that the gate-house and ground ad- 
joining it, are at all times kept in a state of neatness and order. 

CYI. He shall not admit any stranger without entering the 
name and the object of the visit, neither is he to permit anv atten- 
dant or servant belonging to the Asylum to go out, except on a 
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pass, with the name ot the party inscribed thereon, signed by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, or in his absence, by the Matron 
or Clerk, with the sanction of the Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

CVI1. — He shall enter the date of all passes, together with the 
hours of return in the Gate Porter’s Book, which is to be brought 
up every morning to the office for the examination and signature of 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, without whose sanction no 
admittance or exit shall be allowed to any non-resident officer or 
servant except through the public entrances. 

GVIII. — He shall be at all times most cautious in guarding 
against the unauthorized introduction of spirituous liquors or cor- 
dials of any kind, or any other article which may be prohibited by 
the Board, and shall promptly report to the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent any case of impropriety of conduct which may come un- 
der his observation. 

Assistants to Sitpebioe Officebs. 

CIX. — In all cases when assistants to the officers of an Asylum 
are employed, such assistants shall discharge the duties required 
of them respectively, at the male side of the house, as may be di- 
rected by the Resident Medical Superintendent, and at the female 
side by the Matron. 



OX. — In case any misunderstanding shall occur between the 
officers, attendants, or servants attached to an Asylum with refer- 
ence to their respective duties, or to the mode of carrying them out, 
or to the meaning of the foregoing Rules, the subject of misunder- 
standing shall be referred to the Inspectors, who are to communi- 
cate their decision to the Board of Governors.
